Section  1  —  Any  person  who  holds  an  elective  office  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  may 
be  recalled  and  removed  therefrom  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  as  herein  provided. 
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Section  2  —  Any  five  hundred  qualified  votes  of  the  town  may  make  and  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk  an  affidavit  containing  the  name  and  position  of  the  officer  sought  to  be  removed 
and  a  statement  of  the  grounds  of  recall.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  thereupon  deliver  to  the  voters 
making  such  affidavit  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  petition  blanks  demanding  such  recall 
and  removal.  The  blanks  shall  be  issued  by  the  Town  Clerk  with  his  signature  and  official  seal 
attached  thereto.  They  shall  be  dated,  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  shall 
contain  the  names  of  all  persons  to  whom  they  are  issued,  the  name  of  the  person  whose  recall 
is  sought,  the  grounds  of  recall  as  stated  in  the  affidavit  and  shall  demand  the  election  of  a 
successor  to  such  office.  A  copy  of  the  petition  shall  be  entered  in  a  record  book  to  be  kept 
in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk.  The  recall  petition  shall  be  returned  and  filed  with  the  Town 
Clerk  within  fourteen  days  after  filing  the  affidavit  and  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  fifteen 
percent  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  town  as  of  the  date  such  affidavit  was  filed  with  the  Town 
Clerk.  To  every  signature  shall  be  added  the  place  of  residence  of  the  signer,  giving  the  street 
and  number.  The  recall  petition  shall  be  submitted,  at  or  before  five  o’clock  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  Monday  preceding  the  day  on  which  it  must  be  filed,  to  the  Registrar  of  Voters  and  the 
Registrars  shall  forwith  certify  thereon  the  number  of  signatures  which  are  names  of  qualified 
voters  in  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

Section  3  —  If  the  petition  shall  be  found  and  certified  by  the  Town  Clerk  to  be 
sufficient,  he  shall  submit  the  same  with  his  certificate  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  without 
delay  and  said  board  shall  forthwith  give  written  notice  to  the  officer  of  the  receipt  of  said 
certificate  and  shall,  if  the  officer  sought  to  be  removed  does  not  resign  within  five  days 
thereafter,  thereupon  order  a  recall  election  to  be  held  on  a  day  fixed  by  them  not  less  than 
sixty  nor  more  than  ninety  days  after  the  date  of  the  Town  Clerk’s  certificate  that  a  sufficient 
petition  is  filed,  provided,  however,  that  if  any  other  Town  Election  is  to  occur  within  one 
hundred  days  after  the  date  of  said  certificate,  the  Selectmen  may,  in  their  discretion, 
postpone  the  holding  of  the  recall  election  to  the  date  of  such  other  election.  If  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  said  office  after  a  recall  election  has  been  ordered,  the  election  shall  neverless 
proceed  as  provided  in  this  section. 

Section  4  —  Any  officer  sought  to  be  recalled  may  be  a  candidate  to  succeed  in  an 
election  to  be  held  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  unless  he  requests  otherwise  in  writing,  the  Town 
Clerk  shall  place  his  name  on  the  ballot  without  nomination.  The  nomination  of  other 
candidates,  the  publication  of  the  warrant  for  the  recall  election  and  any  election  to  fill  a 
vacancy  caused  by  a  recall  election,  and  the  conduct  of  the  same,  shall  all  be  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  laws  relating  to  elections,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  this  act.  A 
majority  of  those  voting  at  the  recall  election  shall  be  sufficient  to  recall  such  elected  officer. 

Section  5  —  The  incumbent  shall  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  until  the 
recall  election.  If  then  re-elected,  he  shall  continue  in  office  for  the  remainder  of  his  unexpired 
term,  subject  to  recall  as  before,  except  as  provided  in  this  act.  If  not  re-elected  in  the  recall 
election,  he  shall  be  deemed  removed  upon  the  qualification  of  his  successor,  who  shall  hold 
office  during  the  unexpired  term.  If  the  successor  fails  to  qualify  within  five  days  after 
receiving  notification  of  his  election,  the  incumbent  shall  thereupon  be  deemed  removed  and 
the  office  vacant.

Section  9  —  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  acceptance  to  the  voters  of  the  Town  of 
Braintree  at  its  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  the  form  of  the  following  question  which  shall 
be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  for  the  election  of  town  officers  at  said  meeting: 
“shall  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Court  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety  entitled, 
‘an  act  authorizing  the  Town  of  Braintree  to  recall  elected  officials’  be  accepted?”  If  a 
majority  of  the  votes  in  answer  to  said  question  is  in  the  affirmative,  this  act  shall  thereupon 
take  full  effect  but  not  otherwise.

Planning  Board  —  by  deleting  the  sentences:  “The  Planning  Board,  in  addition  to  its  duties 
under  the  Municipal  Planning  and  Subdivision  Control  Law,  Chapter  4 1  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  shall  also  be  responsible  for  granting  Special  Permits,  Site  Plan  Review  of  all 
residence  C,  business  and  commercial  site  plans  and  all  Form  A  applications.  The  Planning 
Board  shall  make  its  report  to  the  Building  Inspector  within  thirty  (30)  days  and  if  it  fails  to 
do  so,  the  Building  Inspector  may  act  upon  an  application  for  permit  without  such  report”  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof:  “The  Planning  Board,  in  addition  to  its  duties  under  the  Municipal 
Planning  and  Subdivision  Control  Law,  Chapter  4 1  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  shall 
also  be  responsible  for  granting  Special  Permits,  Site  Plan  Review  and  all  Form  A 
applications.

Upon  motion  duly  made  by  Ms.  Daylor  (9),  and  after  discussion  involving  Mr.  Tierney, 
Mr.  Kimball  (12)  and  Ms.  Franklin  (9),  it  was 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED  (9:28  PM):  That  the  town  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  By- 
Law,  dated  May  1940,  as  most  recently  amended,  by  further  amending  Section  135-601  — 
Table  of  Principal  Uses  —  by  inserting  under  the  heading  Commercial,  the  use  “Parking 
Facility  —  N,  N,  N,  N,  SP,  SP,  SP,  N”,  and  further  by  amending  Section  135-102  — 
Definitions,  by  inserting  in  the  proper  alphabetical  order  the  definition  “Parking  Facility  — 
A  building  or  lot  or  any  part  thereof,  other  than  an  accessory  use,  for  the  storage  of  licensed 
motor  vehicles  in  which  no  service  station  activities  may  be  carried  on”,  and  further  by 
amending  Section  1 35- 1 02,  by  deleting  from  the  definition  of  “Transportation  Terminal”  the 
words  “Parking  Garages”. 

ARTICLE  27.  —  Amend  Zoning  By-Law  — -  Amend  Table  of  Principal  Uses 

Upon  motion  duly  made  by  Ms.  Daylor  (9),  vote  was  taken  and  the  Moderator  declared 
that  a  vote  of  161  in  the  affirmative  and  7  in  the  negative,  the  motion  was 

SO  VOTED  (9:29  PM):  That  the  town  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  By-Laws,  as  most 
recently  amended,  by  changing  Section  135-601,  Table  of  Principal  Uses,  under  the  heading 
of  “Day  Care,  Commercial”  to  read  “SP,  SP,  SP,  SP,  SP,  SP,  SP,  SP,”and  further  by  inserting 
into  Section  1 35-803  Table  of  Required  Off-Street  Parking  “Day  Care,  Commercial  —  One 
( 1 )  space  for  each  employee  at  maximum  shift  and  one  ( 1 )  space  for  each  ten  or  less  children” 
and  further  by  adding  Section  135-61 1  as  follows: 
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“135-611.  Special  Permit  for  Commercial  Day  Care. 

A.  General  Requirements 

1.  The  Administration  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  as  required  in  Sections  135- 
501  and  135-502. 

2.  Parking  —  The  number  of  parking  spaces  shall  be  determined  by  Section 
135-803  Table  of  Required  Off-Street  Parking. 

3.  Traffic  —  A  traffic  study,  as  may  be  required  in  any  other  Section  of  this 
By-Law  or  any  Rules  or  Regulations  for  Special  Permit  or  Special  Permit 
for  Site  Plan  Review,  will  be  required  if  the  off-street  parking  for  the 
facility  exceeds  one  hundred  (100)  spaces. 

4.  Access  and  Egress  —  The  applicant  shall  demonstrate  that  safe  access  and 
egress  from  the  site  have  been  provided.  Any  drop-off  point  shall  be  on  the 
same  side  of  the  street  as  the  facility  and  should  be  within  fifty  (50)  feet  of 
the  entrance. 

5.  Space  Requirements. 

A.  Interior  Space  —  The  applicant  shall  maintain  a  minimum  of  thirty- 
five  (35)  square  feet  of  usable  space  per  child  exclusive  of  wash  and 
toilet  rooms,  closets,  offices,  or  areas  regularly  used  for  other 
purposes. 

B.  Outdoor  Space — The  applicant  shall  maintain,  or  have  documented 
access  to,  an  outdoor  play  area,  adjacent  to  the  facility,  of  at  least 
seventy-five  (75)  square  feet  per  child  at  the  time  of  use,  with 
sufficient  area  to  accommodate  at  least  one-third  (33%)  of  the 
licensed  capacity  at  one  time. 

6.  Capacity 

The  maximum  capacity  shall  be  determined  by  the  application  of  the 
Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  in  addition  to  Sections  A(2), 
A(3),  and  A(5)  a.  and  A(5)  b.  of  this  section.  Any  increase(s)  that  exceed 
ten  percent  (10%)  over  the  capacity  for  which  the  current  Special  Permit 
was  issued,  shall  require  a  new  application  for  Special  Permit. 

7.  Location 

No  facility  shall  be  permitted  within  three  hundred  (300)  feet  of  gasoline 
pumps,  hazardous  waste  facilities,  or  storage  of  Class  One  (1)  explosive 
materials.

Continuation 


Any  Commercial  Day  Care  facility  legally  in  existence  under  the  Zoning 
By-laws  of  the  Town  of  Braintree,  on  the  date  of  acceptance  of  this  By- 
Law,  shall  be  deemed  an  authorized  use. 

9.  State  or  Federal  Statutes 

Where  this  By-Law  and  State  or  Federal  laws,  rules  or  regulations  conflict, 
the  most  restrictive  shall  be  in  effect.  The  applicant  shall  demonstrate 
compliance  with  applicable  State  and  Federal  laws  rules  and  regulations. 

Additional  Requirements  for  Residence  A  and  B  Districts. 

1.  The  siting  of  Commercial  Day  Care  facilities  shall  be  limited  to  the 
following  categories  as  listed  in  Section  135-601,  Table  of  Principle  Uses: 

A.  Churches,  Synagogues  and  similar  uses. 

B.  Public  and  Private  Schools. 

C.  Hospitals. 

D.  Convalescent  and  Nursing  Homes  and  similar  uses. 

E.  Charitable  Institutions. 

2.  Lot  Size 

The  minimum  lot  size  required  for  the  establishment  of  a  Commercial  Day 
Care  facility  shall  be  forty  thousand  (40,000)  square  feet. 

3.  Conversions 

The  conversion  of  any  residential  dwelling  unit  for  Commercial  Day  Care 
usage  is  not  allowed.”

ARTICLE  29.  —  Amend  Zoning  By-Law  —  Section  135-71  IB 

Upon  motion  duly  made  by  Ms.  Daylor  (9),  and  after  explanation  by  Mr.  Tierney,  it  was 
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UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED  (9:31  PM):  That  the  town  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  By- 
Law  dated  May  1940,  as  most  recently  amended,  by  further  amending  Section  135-71 1.B7 
"Procedure”  —  by  deleting  the  first  sentence  of  paragraph  (1)  and  replacing  it  with  the 
following  new  sentence:  ‘‘With  each  application  for  a  Special  Permit  for  Site  Plan  Review

Upon  motion  duly  made  by  Ms.  Daylor  (9),  and  after  explanation  by  Mr.  Tierney,  vote 
was  taken  and  the  Moderator  declared  that  by  a  vote  of  163  in  the  affirmative  and  4  in  the 
negative,  the  motion  was 

SO  VOTED  (9:34  PM):  That  the  town  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  By-Law  dated  May 
1940,  as  most  recently  amended,  by  adding  the  following:  Article  14  —  Rules  and 
Regulations  for  Traffic: 

1.  Objectives/Applicability 

1.1  The  provisions  of  this  section  are  intended  to  achieve  the  following: 

A.  To  permit  vehicular  traffic  to  move  in  an  efficient  manner  without  excessive 
delay  or  congestion. 

B.  To  permit  emergency  vehicles  to  reach  homes  and  businesses  with  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  delay. 

C.  To  reduce  motor  vehicle  and  pedestrian  accidents  on  the  town’s  streets. 

D.  To  consider  and  allow  for  safe  and  convenient  routes  for  pedestrians  and 
bicyclists. 

E.  To  promote  cleaner  air  and  to  reduce  automotive  exhaust  emissions  caused  by 
vehicles  standing  and  idling  for  an  excessive  time. 

F.  To  promote  the  efficient  use  of  the  Town’s  arterial  and  collector  streets  in 
order  to  discourage  the  use  of  local  and  neighborhood  streets  as  shortcuts. 

G.  To  avoid  excessive  traffic  demand  on  town  streets  which  would  require 
extraordinary  town  expenditures  to  maintain  adequate  and  safe  traffic  flow. 
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H.  To  maintain  a  balance  between  the  traffic  generated  by  dwellings  and 
businesses  in  the  town  and  the  traffic  carrying  capacity  of  streets  and 
intersections. 

I.  To  encourage  alternative  methods  of  transporting  people  such  as  public 
transportation,  carpools  and  vanpools,  bicycling  and  walking. 

J.  To  encourage  the  use  of  traffic  engineering  principles  and  design  standards 
that  are  consistent  with  a  predominantly  residential  suburban  town. 

K.  To  encourage  the  positive  management  of  traffic  flow  consistent  with  the 
town’s  other  stated  objectives. 

L.  To  encourage  private  sector  participation  in  dealing  with  the  town’s  traffic 
problems. 

M.  To  expand  the  town’s  inventory  of  data  about  traffic  conditions  on  town 
streets. 

1.2  No  Special  Permit  or  Special  Permit  with  site  plan  review  (SPSPR)  shall  be 
granted  for  the  erection  of  a  new  building,  the  enlargement  of  an  existing  building 
or  the  construction  or  enlargement  of  a  parking  facility  with  the  result  that: 

A.  There  are  10,000  square  feet  or  more  of  gross  floor  area  on  the  lot,  including 
any  existing  floor  area  but  not  including  any  floor  area  devoted  to  residential 
use. 

B.  There  are  50  or  more  dwelling  units  or  their  equivalent  in  a  development, 
including  any  existing  dwelling  units. 

C.  There  are  spaces  for  the  parking  of  greater  than  one  hundred  (100)  vehicles 
unless  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  (SPGA)  has  made  a  determi¬ 
nation  that  the  streets  and  intersections  affected  by  the  proposed  development 
have,  or  will  have  as  a  result  of  traffic  improvements,  adequate  capacity,  as 
set  forth  in  subsection  3,  to  accommodate  the  increase  in  traffic  from  the 
development. 

1.3  This  section  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  shall  not  apply  to  enlargements  of  existing 
buildings  if  the  applicant  can  demonstrate  that  the  proposed  enlargement 
would  not  increase  the  volume  of  traffic  on  or  off  of  the  site. 

2.  Traffic  Study  Required 
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2. 1  A  Traffic  study  shall  be  submitted  with  each  application  for  a  Special  Permit  or 
SPSPR  to  which  sub-paragraph  1 .2  is  applicable,  or  where  required  by  any  other 
provision  of  Braintree’s  Zoning  By-Law. 

2.2  The  traffic  study  shall  be  conducted  by  a  traffic  engineer  who  can  certify  that  he/ 
she  qualifies  for  the  position  of  member  of  the  Institute  of  Transportation 
Engineers  (ITE). 

2.3  For  the  purposes  of  this  analysis,  the  terms  below  shall  have  the  meanings 
indicated: 

a.  Morning  and  evening  “peak  period”  shall  usually  be  the  two  (2)  hours 
between  7  AM  and  9  AM  and  between  4  PM  and  6  PM  respectively. 

b.  Morning  and  evening  “peak  hour”  shall  be  that  consecutive  60  minute 
segment  in  which  there  is  the  largest  amount  of  vehicle  trips  generated. 

c.  Exceptional  “peak  period”  shall  be  an  exceptional  hourly,  daily,  or  seasonal 
period.  The  SPGA  may  require  that  a  traffic  study  be  conducted  for  that  extra 
ordinary  peak  period. 

d.  A  street  or  intersection  “likely  to  be  affected  by  the  development”  is  as 
follows: 

1 .  for  collector  and  arterial  roads  the  number  of  vehicle  trips  generated 
exceeds  100  vehicles  per  hour. 

2.  for  residential  access  streets  and  subcollector  roads  the  number  of  vehicle 
trips  exceeds  50  vehicles  per  hour. 

e.  Design  year  shall  be  the  year  in  which  the  proposed  development  is  projected 
to  be  completed. 

f.  Vehicle  trip  is  defined  as  a  one-way  maneuver  which  means  that  one  vehicle 
which  enters  and  exits  the  site  is  considered  two  vehicle  trips. 

g.  Residential  Access  Streets:  Those  streets  designed  to  provide  frontage  for 
access  to  lots,  which  carry  traffic  having  destination  or  origin  on  the  street 
itself.  This  type  of  street  is  designed  to  carry  the  least  amount  of  traffic  at  the 
lowest  speed  with  a  maximum  ADT  of  500. 

h.  Subcollector  Roads:  Those  roads  designed  to  provide  frontage  for  access  to 
lots  which  carry  traffic  from  adjoining  residential  access  streets.  Subcollector 
roads  carry  traffic  having  origin  or  destination  within  the  immediate  neigh¬ 
borhood  and  have  a  maximum  ADT  of  1000. 
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i.  Collector  Roads:  Those  roads  which  conduct  and  distribute  traffic  between  lower- 
order  roads  (residential  access  and  subcollector  roads)  and  higher  order  streets 
(arterials  and  expressways).  Collector  roads  are  designed  to  carry  large  volumes 
of  traffic  at  higher  speeds  with  limited  direct  access  to  lots  and  have  maximum 
ADT  of  3,000. 

j.  Arterial  Roads:  Those  roads  designed  to  be  interregional  roads  conveying  traffic 
between  centers  and  having  an  ADT  of  3,000+ 

2.4  The 

a.  generation  for  the  proposed  development  projected  inbound  and  outbound  ve¬ 
hicular  trips  for  both  the  morning  and  evening  peak  hours  and  for  a  typical  hour 
not  in  the  peak  period.  Where  there  is  existing  development  of  a  similar  nature  in 
use  on  the  site,  actual  counts  of  trip  generation  shall  be  submitted.  Trip  generation 
rates  may  be  based  on: 

1.  The  ITE  Trip  Generation  Manual,  latest  edition,  and  if  applicable 

2.  Data  about  similar  developments  in  Massachusetts  or 

3.  Data  from  professional  planning  or  transportation  publications. 

If  the  data  used  are  based  on  2  or  3  above,  the  traffic  report  must  provide 
documentation  as  to  the  methodology  used  and  to  the  relevance  of  the  data. 

b.  An  assignment  of  directional  distribution  of  existing  traffic  to  the  approach  streets 
and  an  explanation  of  the  basis  for  the  estimate.  Where  there  is  an  existing 
development  of  a  similar  nature  in  use  on  the  site,  actual  counts  of  the  directional 
distribution  of  the  existing  trips  generated  shall  be  submitted. 

c.  An  assignment  of  directional  distribution  of  the  new  trips  to  be  generated  by  the 
proposed  development  to  segments  of  the  town’s  street  network,  including  State 
Highways  and  County  Roads,  which  are  likely  to  be  affected  by  the  proposed 
development  (see  Section  2.3). 

d.  Average  Daily  Traffic  (ADT)  on  streets  likely  to  be  affected  by  the  development 
(see  Section  2.3)  counted  for  a  24  hour  period.  ADT  on  streets  likely  to  be  affected 
by  the  development  adjusted  for  increases  in  traffic  to  the  design  year  with  an 
explanation  as  to  how  the  ADT  was  adjusted. 

e.  Intersection  turning  movement  counts  of  the  morning  and  evening  peak  hour  at  all 
intersections  likely  to  be  affected  by  the  proposed  development  (see  Section  2.3) 
for  the  current  year  and  for  the  build  and  no  build  conditions  of  the  design  year. 
In  special  circumstances  where  an  exceptional  peak  period  is  likely  to  occur,  the 
SPGA  may  require  counts  for  those  other  peak  periods. 
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f.  An  inventory  of  roadway  characteristics  of  the  principal  approach  streets  adjacent 
to  the  development’s  site  and  of  streets  in  all  intersections  at  which  turning 
movement  counts  are  taken.  The  inventory  shall  show  at  a  minimum,  the  width  of 
right  of  way  and  of  the  travelled  way,  traffic  control  devices,  obstructions  to 
adequate  sight  distance,  the  location  of  driveways  or  access  drives  of  any 
substantial  trip  generator  within  500  feet  of  all  points  of  access  to  the  site,  and  the 
presence  or  absence  of  sidewalks  and  their  conditions. 

g.  In  those  cases  where  a  development  in  Braintree,  which  requires  a  traffic  study, 
is  also  impacted  by  developments  in  an  abutting  city  or  town,  the  traffic  impacts 
from  the  abutting  municipalities  on  streets  or  intersections  likely  to  be  affected  by 
the  proposed  development  shall  be  included  in  the  traffic  study  provided: 

1.  the  traffic  impact  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  that  set  forth  in  the  test  in 
Section  2.3; 

2.  the  development  is  under  review,  is  awaiting  final  approval  or  has  been 
approved  by  an  official  action  of  the  abutting  city  or  town  but  it  has  not 
been  occupied  or  has  been  only  partially  occupied  for  use  prior  to  the  date 
that  the  traffic  counts  required  by  this  section  were  taken;  and 

3.  Data  on  the  traffic  impact  of  that  development  comparable  to  that 
required  by  this  section,  are  available. 

h.  An  analysis  of  the  effect  on  the  capacity  of  those  intersections  in  Braintree’s  street 
system  likely  to  be  affected  by  the  development  (see  Section  2.3)  during  the  peak 
hour.  The  capacity  analysis  shall  include  a  minimum: 

1 .  traffic  on  the  street  system  for  the  current  year  and  the  build  and  no-build 
conditions  for  the  design  year; 

2.  additional  traffic  generated  by  the  proposed  development; 

3.  additional  traffic  from  other  developments  previously  approved,  under 
review,  or  developments  awaiting  final  approval  by  the  Town  of 
Braintree  for  which  a  traffic  study  was  required,  and 

4.  additional  traffic  from  developments  in  an  abutting  city  or  town,  as 
provided  in  sub-paragraph  2.4  g.  above  which  have  not  yet  been  occupied 
or  have  been  only  partially  occupied  for  use  prior  to  the  date  that  the 
traffic  counts  required  by  this  section  were  taken. 

The  analysis  of  intersection  capacity  shall  be  based  on  traffic  “Level  of  Service’’  (LOS) 
as  described  in  the  Highway  Capacity  Manual  the  latest  edition  published  by  the  Trans- 
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portation  Research  Board.  This  analysis  may  include  an  intersection  of  an  access  drive 
servicing  a  development  and  a  segment  of  the  Braintree  street  system. 

i.  Where  mitigating  measures  or  trip  reduction  programs  are  proposed,  they 
shall  be  proposed  by  the  applicant  and  they  shall  accompany  the  traffic  study 
at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  application.  Where  the  proposed  mitigating 
measures  involve  the  construction  of  a  traffic  engineering  improvement,  it 
shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  applicant  to  demonstrate  to  the  SPGA  the 
process  through  which  the  mitigating  measures  will  be  authorized,  financed, 
designed,  and  constructed. 

j.  An  estimate  of  the  time  and  peak  volume  of  off  street  parking  generated  by 
the  development. 

The  counts  referred  to  above  shall  have  been  taken  w^hin  1 2  months  prior  to  the  filing 
of  the  application.  The  traffic  engineer  shall  also  furnish  upon  request  an  explanation  of  the 
methodology  used  in  the  traffic  study  as  well  as  any  additional  data  that  may  be  needed. 

3.  Adequate  Traffic  Capacity. 

3.1  Prior  to  granting  a  Special  Permit  or  SPSPR  in  those  cases  covered  by 
subparagraph  1 .2  or  as  required  elsewhere  in  the  Zoning  By-law,  the  SPGA  shall 
determine  whether  the  streets  and  intersections  likely  to  be  affected  by  the 
proposed  development  currently  have  or  will  have,  as  a  result  of  traffic  im¬ 
provements,  adequate  capacity  as  defined  in  sub-paragraph  3.2  and  3.3.  In  making 
its  determination  of  adequate  capacity,  the  SPGA  shall  consider  the  cumulative 
effects  on  a  street  or  intersection  likely  to  be  affected  by  the  development  as 
provided  in  sub-paragraph  2.2,  of: 

a.  existing  traffic  conditions  adjusted  to  the  design  year; 

b.  estimates  of  traffic  from  other  proposed  developments  which  are  under 
review  and  are  likely  to  be  approved  or  which  have  already  been  approved 
in  part  or  in  whole  by  the  Town  of  Braintree  for  which  a  traffic  study  was 
required,  or  for  projects  in  an  abutting  city  or  town  which  meet  the 
requirements  set  forth  in  subparagraph  2.4.g.; 

c.  estimates  of  traffic  generated  by  the  proposed  development. 

3.2  Adequate  capacity  of  LOS  shall  mean  a  LOS  of  “D”  or  better  as  described  in  the 
Highway  Capacity  Manual,  latest  edition  published  by  the  Transportation  Re¬ 
search  Board.  If  the  LOS  that  would  result  from  the  cumulative  effects  of  traffic, 
referred  to  in  subparagraph  3.1.  is  “E”  or  below,  the  SPGA  shall  determine  there

is  not  adequate  capacity  and  shall  deny  the  application.  In  addition,  if  the  impact 
that  would  result  from  the  cumulative  effects  of  traffic  causes  the  LOS  to  decrease 
by  more  than  one  level,  the  SPGA  may  deny  the  application  or  require  mitigating 
measures. 

3.3  Mitigating  Measures  to  Improve  Capacity. 

a.  The  SPGA  shall  consider  the  various  traffic  engineering  improvements  or 
other  methods  of  positive  traffic  control,  such  as  a  traffic  control  officer  can 
improve  the  traffic  carrying  capacity  of  an  intersection  or  street  and  improve 
the  level  of  service  rating  to  a  higher  acceptable  value.  The  SPGA  shall 
consider  such  improvements,  or  other  methods  of  traffic  control,  in  its 
determination  and  may  make  a  conditional  determination  that  adequate 
capacity  is  dependent  upon  completion  of  traffic  engineering  improvements 
or  other  methods  of  traffic  control. 

b.  The  SPGA  may  make  a  condition  of  its  approval  of  the  special  Permit  of 
SPSPR  that  the  start,  or  any  stage  of  construction  of  the  development,  or  of 
the  occupancy  thereof,  is  dependent  upon  the  start  or  completion  of  a  traffic 
engineering  improvement  or  of  the  start  of  another  method  of  postive  traffic 
control,  such  as  the  periodic  use  of  a  traffic  control  officer  on  a  schedule 
approved  by  the  SPGA.  A  conditional  approval  shall  be  dependent  upon  at 
least  the  start  of  the  physical  construction  of  the  traffic  engineering  im¬ 
provement  or  the  execution  of  an  agreement  with  the  Town  of  Braintree  for 
another  method  of  traffic  control.  Letters  of  support,  commitment,  approval, 
or  the  award  of  a  contract  for  construction  of  the  traffic  Engineering  im¬ 
provement;  or  a  proposed  agreement  with  the  Town  of  Braintree  for  another 
method  of  traffic  control  may  serve  as  proof  that  the  proposed  mitigating 
measures  will  be  implemented. 

3.4  Trip  Reduction  Requirements 

As  a  condition  of  its  approval  of  a  Special  Permit  or  SPSPR,  the  SPGA  may  require 
actions  and  programs  by  the  owner  and/or  manager  of  a  development  to  reduce  the 
number  of  single  occupant  automobile  trips  generated  by  the  development, 
particularly  during  peak  traffic  hours.  Such  actions  and  programs  may  include: 

a.  Providing  a  pass  to  employees  for  use  on  a  public  transportation  system  that 
serves  the  development  site; 

b.  use  of  carpools  and  vanpools. 

c.  scheduling  of  hours  of  operations,  such  as  flex  time,  staggered  work  hours, 
and  spread  scheduling  that  reduce  trips  during  peak  hours; 
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d.  preferential  parking  locations  and  arrangements  for  vehicles  other  than  single 
occupant  automobiles; 

e.  restrictions  on  access  to  or  egress  from  off  street  parking  areas  during  peak 
traffic  hours;  and 

f.  bicycle  parking  facilities,  and  other  measures  such  as  locker  and  shower 
facilities  to  encourage  bicycle  commuting. 

Where  such  conditions  are  imposed,  they  shall  include  a  reporting  system  which 
monitors  the  effectiveness  of  the  trip  reduction  program.  The  SPGA  may  make  a  condition 
of  the  granting  of  the  Special  Permit  of  SPSPR  that; 

a.  such  monitor  be  directly  responsible  to  and  report  to  the  staff  of  the  SPGA, 
and 

b.  the  applicant  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  providing  the  monitoring  system. 

c.  If  the  SPGA  determines  that  the  conditions  of  the  Special  Permit  or  SPSPR 
are  not  being  met,  the  SPGA  shall  order  the  applicant  to  bring  the  develop¬ 
ment  into  compliance  or  shall  take  such  other  corrective  enforcement  action 
needed  to  ensure  compliance.

Section  1-6  Disposition  of  Violations 

A.  Criminal  Complaint.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  these  By-Laws  may  be 
penalized  by  indictment,  or  criminal  complaint  brought  in  the  District  Court.  The  Penalty 
shall  be  that  fixed  by  By-Law  provided,  however,  that  in  no  case  shall  the  maximum  penalty 
for  each  violation  or  offense,  brought  in  this  manner,  be  in  excess  of  three  hundred  ($300.00) 
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dollars  unless  otherwise  allowed  by  law.  Each  day  on  which  any  violation  or  offense  exists 
shall  be  deemed  a  separate  violation  or  offense. 

B.  Non-criminal  Disposition.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  these  By-Laws  listed 
below,  the  violation  or  offense  of  which  is  subject  to  a  specific  penalty,  may  be  penalized  by 
a  non-criminal  disposition  as  provided  for  in  M.G.L.  Chapter  40  Section  2 1 D  as  the  same  now 
is  or  may  hereafter  be  amended  or  supplemented.  The  non-criminal  disposition  method  may 
also  be  used  pursuant  to  this  By-Law  for  violations  of  any  rule  or  regulation  of  any  municipal 
officer,  board  or  department  listed  below,  the  violation  or  offense  of  which  is  subject  to  a 
specific  penalty.  Without  intending  to  limit  the  Generality  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  the  intention 
of  this  provision  that  the  following  By-Laws  and  rules  and  regulations  are  included  within 
the  scope  of  this  By-Law,  that  the  specific  penalties,  as  listed  herein,  shall  apply  in  such  cases 
and  that,  in  addition  to  police  officers,  who  shall  in  all  cases  be  considered  enforcing  persons 
for  the  purposes  of  this  provision,  the  municipal  positions,  or  persons  serving  the  functions 
of  same,  shall  also  be  enforcing  persons  for  such  violations  or  offenses.  Each  day  on  which 
any  violation  or  offense  exists  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  separate  violation  or  offense.  Nothing 
contained  herein  shall  be  deemed  to  require  the  use  of  the  non-criminal  disposition  method. 
At  the  option  of  the  enforcing  person,  criminal  and/or  civil  action  may  also  be  utilized.

Roger  W.  Arnold  was  a  life  long  resident  of  Braintree.  Born,  raised  and  educated  here 
in  this  beloved  town,  he  gave  much  of  his  many  talents  and  abilities.  The  Arnold  family  of 
old  New  England  stock,  cultivated  the  farmland  of  Braintree’s  most  distinguished  Pomolo- 
gist,  Benjamin  Vinton  French.  Farming  as  such  ceased  in  1 960  when  most  of  the  land  became 
the  site  of  the  present  East  Middle  School. 

After  graduating  from  Tufts  College,  as  many  of  his  family  had  accomplished  before 
him,  Roger  taught  at  Emerson  College  and  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Optometry.  His 
interest  and  expertise  in  science  and  mathematics  was  a  scholarly  obsession. 

For  over  thirty-one  years  he  was  a  member  of  our  School  Committee,  serving  as 
chairman  or  secretary  on  many  occasions.  Known  for  his  strong  views  and  opinions,  he  was 
a  bit  of  a  maverick,  but  one  who  always  voted  what  his  conscience  demanded!  His  School 
Committee  years  from  1948  to  1979  encompassed  the  era  of  great  educational  change  and 
expansion.  To  him  we  owe  much  that  was  innovative  and  practical. 

In  much  the  same  vein,  Mr.  Arnold  was  equally  interested  in  the  development  of  the 
present  Municipal  Golf  Course.  For  many  years  he  served  on  the  Town’s  Golf  Club 
Committee  and  was  instrumental  in  developing  the  present  highly  successful  operation.

On  Sunday,  21  October  1990,  the  Town  of  Braintree  was  deeply  saddened  at  the  loss 
of  one  of  its  most  dedicated,  respected  and  loved  citizens,  Mary  Sturtevant  Bean 
Cunningham.

Mary  and  her  husband,  Gilbert  L.  Bean,  moved  to  Braintree  from  Philadelphia  in  1 946. 
From  that  time  she  spent  her  life  as  a  selfless  leader,  a  catalyst  with  a  penchant  for  doing 
meaningful  things,  elevating  life’s  standards,  and  creating  a  better  community.  She  made  life 
more  worthwhile  for  the  thousands  who  were  touched  by  her.  She  was  an  inspiration  to  all 
who  knew  her. 

Mary  served  as  President  of  a  number  of  Braintree  organizations,  including  St.  Mary  ’  s 
Guild  at  the  Emmanuel  Episcopal  Church,  the  Braintree  Philergians,  the  Sylvanus  Thayer 
Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  the  Braintree  Visiting  Nurse 
Association.  She  also  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  William  B.  Rice 
Eventide  Home  (the  first  woman  to  head  that  organization),  and  President  of  the  Blue  Hills 
Council  of  Girl  Scouts.  She  served  as  a  Girl  Scout  Leader  in  Braintree  for  twelve  years. 

She  was  Chairman  of  the  committee  to  investigate  the  establishment  of  the  first  Senior 
Citizens  organization  in  Braintree. 

She  and  her  husband,  Gilbert  L.  Bean,  were  the  motivating  force  in  the  acquisition, 
moving  and  restoration  of  the  Sylvanus  Thayer  Birthplace  in  1 959.  In  1 973  Mary,  who  owned 
the  land  behind  the  Central  Fire  Station,  subdivided  it  and  gave  a  section  to  the  town  and 
another  to  the  Historical  Society  on  which  its  Barn-Library-Museum  would  be  located,  in 
return  for  the  Town  giving  to  the  Society  the  land  on  which  the  Thayer  Birthplace  stands.  In 
1974  Mary  was  a  prime  motivating  force  behind  the  construction  of  the  Historical  Society’s 
Barn-Library-Museum  in  which  so  many  historical  records  and  artifacts  important  to  the 
Town  of  Braintree  are  deposited. 
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Though  having  no  children  of  her  own,  Mary  guided  thousands  of  children  with  a 
mother’s  love.  First  it  was  with  the  previously  mentioned  involvements;  then  she  developed 
and  staffed  the  continuing  educational,  Historical  Society  School  Program  for  all  5th  graders 
in  the  Town  of  Braintree.  She  served  as  its  Chairman  from  1961  until  1989,  when  she  became 
ill.  The  School  Program  is  designed  to  give  our  children  an  appreciation  of  life  in  the  1 8th 
Century,  while  instilling  in  them  a  sense  of  pride  in  our  heritage.  The  program  has  received 
acclaim  in  scores  of  publications,  on  television  and  radio,  and  has  been  recognized  as  a 
prototype  by  the  Smithsonian  Institute., 

She  had  many  other  involvements  in  the  community,  too  numerous  to  mention. 

The  Braintree  Teacher’s  Association  honored  her  with  its  award  as  “The  Woman  Who 
Had  Accomplished  the  Most  for  Braintree.”  She  also  received  many  other  awards  for  her 
contributions  to  Braintree. 

After  the  death  of  Gilbert  Bean,  Mary’s  first  husband,  who  had  served  the  town  in  a 
number  of  capacities,  she  married  Donald  S.  Cunningham  in  1973,  who  has  also  contributed 
significantly  to  the  Town  serving  on  a  number  of  its  committees. 

Mary  was  a  doer.  She  was  a  philanthropist  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word,  having  given 
both  substantial  financial  support,  and  time,  effort  and  truly  meaningful  labor  to  many 
organizations  in  the  town.  She  was  a  student  all  her  life.  She  was  a  teacher  all  her  life.  She 
was  a  true  friend.  She  was  a  shining  example  for  all.  She  was  an  inspiration  to  all  who  knew 
her.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 

1990 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  continued  its  long  standing  practice  of  meeting  regularly  on 
Monday  evenings  throughout  the  year  with  the  only  exception  being  an  alternating  Monday 
evening  meeting  schedule  during  the  summer  months. 

For  an  unprecedented  second  year  in  a  row,  State  Aid  to  Cities  and  Towns  was  less  than 
the  previous  year.  The  board  is  grateful  to  all  town  officials,  boards  and  committees  for  the 
cooperation  and  dedication  which  made  it  possible  to  maintain  municipal  services  despite 
budget  reductions  totalling  more  than  one  million  dollars  in  the  fiscal  year  1991. 

Unfortunately,  the  current  economic  recession  and  fiscal  crisis  in  State  Government 
will  likely  result  in  the  need  for  further  budget  reductions  next  year.  The  challenge  of 
maintaining  municipal;  services  will  be  greater  than  ever. 

A  record  number  of  communities  proposed  Propostion  2  1/2  Referenda  Questions  to 
increase  their  tax  levy  capacity  for  Fiscal  Year  1991.  To  date,  the  Board  has  never  had  to 
consider  such  referenda  questions,  and  it  is  hopeful  that  adherence  to  sound  financial 
practices  will  enable  the  town  to  continue  to  provide  an  acceptable  level  of  services  within 
the  tax  limits  imposed  by  Prop.2  1/2.  The  Board  anticipates  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  begin 
propritizing  services  instead  of  “across  the  board’’  fixed  percentage  reductions,  if  revenue 
continues  to  fall  behind  the  rate  of  inflation. 

The  town  is  fortunate  that  its  Financial  Managers  had  the  foresight  over  the  past  several 
years  to  annually  include  a  stabilizing  fund  appropriation  article  on  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  Warrants.  As  a  result,  the  town  has  been  able  to  maintain,  it  Capital  Outlay  Program 
despite  declining  operating  budget  revenues. 

The  town’s  three  year  effort  to  prevent  the  construction  of  a  hazardous  Waste 
Incinerator  by  Clean  Harbors  in  East  Braintree  was  rewarded  on  September  19, 1990  when 
the  Massachusetts  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs  ruled  that  the  site  was  unsuitable  for 
such  a  facility. 

The  Board  is  grateful  to  the  numerous  town  officials  and  residents  who  spent  countless 
untold  hours  in  what  often  appeared  to  be  an  uphill  struggle. 

Although  the  town  was  successful  in  preventing  the  construction  of  the  proposed 
hazardous  waste  incinerator,  the  Board  is  vigorously  pursuing  its  long  standing  objection  to 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection’s  issuance  of  an  Interim  License 
to  Clean  Harbors  for  its  existing  facility.  It  is  the  Board’s  opinion  that  the  unsuitability  of  the 
site  applies  not  only  to  the  once  proposed  incinerator  but  also  to  the  existing  facility 
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The  Board  of  Selectmen  successfully  completed  two  years  of  negotiations  with  the 
Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority  in  October,  1990  and  signed  a  Memorandum  of 
Understanding  relative  to  the  Interim  Residuals  management  facilities  at  the  Fore  River 
Staging  Area. 

The  Agreement  will  result  in  the  town  receiving  in  excess  of  $  1 .5  million  over  the  next 
five  years.  Two-thirds  of  the  funds  will  be  used  by  the  town  for  any  municipal  purpose,  while 
the  remaining  funds  will  be  equally  expended  for  1 )  roadway  maintenance  and  improvements 
and  2)  environmental  monitoring  of  the  interim  sludge  facility.  The  Board  authorized  use  of 
approximately  $  1 05,000  in  November  to  reduce  the  FY91  Budget  deficit  resulting  from  a  last 
minute  reduction  in  State  Aid.  After  serving  four  three-year  terms  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  Saran  Gillies  announced  that  she  would  not  be  a  candidate  for  re-election.  As 
a  result  of  the  April  Election,  the  Board  welcomed  John  A.  Dennehy  as  the  newly  elected 
member  and  Marjorie  Crispin  who  was  elected  to  serve  a  third  term.  The  Board  elected  Joseph 
C.  Sullivan  as  its  new  Chairman  and  Francis  Toland  as  Clerk. 

In  July,  the  Board  joined  other  town  officials,  along  with  family  members  and  friends 
of  Walter  Kirkland  in  wishing  him  a  healthy  and  happy  retirement.  Walter  retired  last  summer 
after  serving  as  Town  Account  for  the  past  twenty-one  years.  His  dedication  and  knowledge 
greatly  contributed  to  the  town’s  financial  stability  during  his  tenure,  especially  with  the 
implementation  of  Proposition  2  1/2  during  the  1980’s. 

After  receiving  more  than  170  applicants,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Fred 
Calabro  as  the  new  Town  Accountant.  Fred  had  served  as  the  Assistant  Town  Accountant  for 
the  past  six  years. 

As  a  result  of  the  untimely  death  of  Alfred  B.  Hart,  Tax  Collector,  in  September,  the 
Board  appointed  Phyllis  Libby,  Assistant  Tax  Collector  as  the  town’s  Acting  Tax  Collector. 

The  Board  directed  the  Norfolk-Bristol  Ambulance  Company  to  conduct  an  emer¬ 
gency  service  needs  assessment  of  the  town.  As  a  result  of  the  analysis  which  was  presented 
in  June,  the  Board  suggested  Norfolk-Bristol  to  either  relocate  its  Hancock  St.  facility  to  a 
more  central  location,  or  locate  an  additional  facility  in  East  Braintree.  Norfolk-Bristol 
elected  to  relocate  to  a  more  central  facility  off  Union  St.  opposite  the  Police  Station.  The 
relocation  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  early  1991. 

Recognizing  the  escalating  costs  of  health  insurance  for  town  employees,  the  board 
appointed  an  ad  hoc  committee  to  evaluate  the  feasibility  of  the  town  paying  a  greater  share 
of  the  premiums  for  the  town’s  group  health  insurance  plan,  as  well  as  the  addition  of  a  group 
dental  plan.  In  addition,  the  Board  adopted  a  Cafeteria  Plan  under  Section  1 25  of  the  IRS  Code 
which  allows  employees  to  make  pre-tax  payments  for  health  insurance  premium  costs.  The 
new  plan  took  effect  on  July  1,  1990  and  will  result  in  significant  savings  for  employees  at 
no  additional  costs  to  the  town. 
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Significant  progress  was  made  on  the  town’s  Affirmative  Action  Plans  during  the  year. 
The  Board  signed  a  contract  with  Emergency  Response  Systems  Inc.  to  conduct  an  entry  level 
Firefighters  Exam  which  will  be  held  in  the  Spring  of  1991.  The  town’s  first  minority  and 
female  firefighters  were  hired  during  the  past  year.  The  Board  also  appointed  Mr.  Akpanoluo 
E.  Ettah  as  the  town’s  Fair  Housing  Director.  Mr.  Ettah  works  on  a  part-time  basis  three  days 
per  week  and  has  already  made  significant  progress  addressing  fair  housing  concerns. 
Although  the  town  is  still  awaiting  notice  of  full  compliance  from  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  Against  Discrimination,  the  Board  expects  said  notification  to  be  received  in 
early  1991. 

The  Allan/Front  Street  reconstruction  project  was  completed  in  late  fall  which  was 
funded  under  the  State-Aid  Chapter  90  Highway  Program.  The  long  awaited  South  Braintree 
Square  Reconstruction  Project  was  put  out  to  bid  in  November  with  a  January  10,  1991  bid 
opening  date.  This  project  will  also  be  funded  under  the  Chapter  90  Program  with  con¬ 
struction  to  begin  in  the  early  Spring  of  1991. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  to  again  express  its  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the 
350th  Anniversary  Committee  and  numerous  other  individuals  who  made  this  past  summer’ s 
celebrations  and  observances  such  memorable  occasions.  The  Town  of  Braintree  is  truly 
fortunate  to  have  so  many  volunteers  in  all  areas  of  municipal  affairs  who  take  so  much  pride 
in  their  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

350TH  ANNIVERSARY  CELEBRATION  COMMITTEE 


The  350th  Anniversary  Celebration  Committee  appointment  by  the  Selectmen  was 
authorized  under  Article  2  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  May  1987. 

The  seventeen  appointees  were  representative  of  various  town  departments  and  town 
organizations  as  well  as  the  three  graduating  classes  of  1990  of  Braintree  High  School, 
Thayer  Academy  and  Archbishop  Williams  High  School. 

We  were  delegated  with  the  authority  to  plan  for  a  townwide  celebration  and  formal 
observance  of  the  350th  Anniversary  of  the  Incorporation  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  that  took 
place  May  13,  1640. 

We  met  faithfully  from  November  1987  to  December  1990.  It  took  us  one  year  of 
deliberations  and  decisions  to  determine  the  direction  of  our  celebration  observances.  The 
second  year,  committees  were  organized  to  set  the  wheels  in  motion.  The  third  year  found  us 
executing  the  plans  to  accomplish  our  goal  of  providing  a  celebration  for  townspeople  of  all 
ages  that  was  both  meaningful  and  memorable. 

We  sought  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  town  departments,  town  organizations, 
the  religious  community  and  the  business  community  to  attain  our  goal.  We  encouraged  them 
to  conduct  their  own  observances  for  this  milestone  in  Braintree  history. 

The  response  was  most  gratifying.  All  joined  together  for  positive  action  in  the  most 
trying  economic  situation. 

At  the  May  1989  Annual  Town  Meeting,  we  sought  and  received  favorable  action  for 
an  appropriation  of  $45,860.  We  used  a  good  portion  of  that  appropriation  to  purchase 
commemoratives  and  keepsakes  that  were  sold  to  provide  additional  funds  for  our  cel¬ 
ebration. 

The  Selectmen  proclaimed  a  sixteen-month  Heritage  Year  from  September  1,  1989 
through  December  31,  1990.  This  was  done  to  include  the  academic  year  of  graduating 
Classes  of  1990. 

We  planned  to  concentrate  our  efforts  and  celebrations  in  an  eight  day  Heritage  Week 
from  Sunday,  May  6,  1990  through  Sunday,  May  13,  1990. 

The  350th  Committee  planned  and  conducted  twenty  activities  and  events  during  our 
Heritage  Year. 

Seven  of  these  activities  had  a  charge  to  the  participant:  Sales  of  commemorative 
articles  and  keepsakes,  Strawberry  Festival,  Heritage  Youth  Dance,  Heritage  Gala  Ball, 
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“Braintree  Fights  for  Liberty’’  drama,  350th  Cachet  and  cancellation  postal  stamp,  and  the 
Don  McLean  Concert. 

Each  was  conducted  with  the  plan  to  pay  its  own  way  financially  or  to  bring  in 
additional  money  needed  for  our  celebration.  Some  were  conducted  with  very  little  or  no  cost 
to  the  committee  because  of  the  generosity  of  townspeople  and  others  with  their  volunteering 
of  location,  refreshments,  time  or  talent.  Some  proved  to  be  more  financially  successful  than 
others.  All  were  well  attended  and  social  successes. 

The  remaining  thirteen  undertakings  allowed  the  townspeople  the  opportunity  to 
participate  and  enjoy  them  at  no  charge.  These  included:  the  Patch  Design  Contest  for  the 
three  high  school  students,  three  low-key  Heritage  Year  Openings  and  Patch  Presentations 
at  Braintree  High,  Thayer  Academy  and  Archbishop  Williams,  an  all-high  school  Essay 
Contest,  Opening  Day  of  Heritage  Week  Ceremony  at  Frothingham  Hall,  Opening  Day 
Displays  and  Exhibits  at  Town  hall,  350th  Ceremony  at  1989  Town  Meeting,  Braintree 
Memorial  Roll  of  Honor  at  Annual  Town  Meeting  1990,  All-town  Field  Day  for  elementary 
and  junior  high  students,  Dedication  of  Heritage  Rock  and  Reception,  $5,000  contribution 
to  augment  the  4th  of  July  firework  display  and  the  Hometown  Heritage  Parade. 

If  we  had  to  select  one  word  to  describe  what  made  our  Heritage  Year  a  memorable  one, 
it  would  be  COOPERATION. 

Our  sincere  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  town  department  heads  and  their  people,  the  town 
committees,  the  religious  community,  the  business  community  and  the  individual  towns¬ 
people  who  volunteered  their  resources  of  time,  money,  energy  and  expertise  to  make  it  all 
possible. 

Twenty-two  visitors  from  Braintree,  Sussex,  England  joined  us  in  celebrating  Heritage 
Week  and  were  guests  in  Braintree  homes. 

When  we  requested  initial  funding  with  an  appropriation  of  $45,860  that  would  allow 
us  to  carry  out  our  plans  and  generate  the  additional  money  needed,  we  promised  that  we 
would  not  be  lavish  or  extravagant  in  providing  a  celebration  for  townspeople  of  all  ages.  We 
also  promised  that  all  funds  remaining  in  our  account  at  the  end  of  the  celebration  would  be 
returned  to  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

We  have  kept  our  promise. 

With  all  bills  presented  to  us  paid,  there  remained  in  our  account  $42,574.86.  We  return 
this  to  the  town  in  two  ways. 

At  this  writing  (February  1,  1991)  we  await  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  that  will  allow 
us  to  establish  a  $5,000  Trust  Fund  for  the  400th  Anniversary  Celebration  of  the  Town  of 
Braintree  in  2040.  If,  for  some  reason,  this  is  not  enacted,  this  money  will  go  into  the  town 
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General  Fund.  This  money  has  been  transferred  from  350th  account  to  the  Article  of  the 
November  1990  Town  Meeting  petitioning  the  Legislature. 

The  remaining  $37,574.86  has  been  released  by  this  committee  to  the  board  of 
Selectmen  for  the  town’s  General  Fund. 

We  are  delighted  to  report  that  the  townspeople  of  Braintree  enjoyed  a  gala  $85,000 
350th  Anniversary  Celebration  at  the  bargain  cost  of  $3,285.14. 

It  has  been  our  collective  pleasure  to  serve  these  past  three  and  one  half  years  in 
planning  and  conducting  an  observance  for  the  350th  Anniversary  of  the  Incorporation  of  the 
Town  of  Braintree. 

TOGETHER  —  we  the  townspeople  have  provided  for  the  townspeople  a  celebration 
truly  worthy  of  OUR  HERITAGE  OF  350  YEARS.

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1990  ANNUAL  REPORT 
BRAINTREE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


I  hereby  present  for  your  information  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Braintree  Police 
Department.  In  the  past  year,  the  Police  Department  has  continued  to  improve  our  operational 
capabilities  while  at  the  same  time  improving  working  conditions  and  employee  develop¬ 
ment.  Included  in  this  effort  was  a  facility  and  equipment  rejuvenation  project  which  included 
cost  saving  measures  and  improved  preventive  maintenance.  Many  changes  have  occurred 
during  1990  and  will  continue  as  we  strive  to  provide  the  best  possible  public  safety  services. 
The  willingness  of  department  personnel,  community  officials,  and  the  entire  community  to 
cooperate  with  each  other  continues  to  be  an  important  factor  contributing  to  the  success  of 
our  efforts. 

Changes  in  equipment  and  operations  continued  to  take  place  during  the  year,  affecting 
all  personnel  within  the  department.  Our  computer  system  is  on  line  and  the  transition  to 
computerization  continued  as  we  integrated  the  various  department  subdivisions  into  the 
system  and  more  fully  used  the  system’s  capabilities.  Specialist  Communications  Officers 
began  full-time  in  our  Communications  Center  and  have  expedited  the  transition  to  com¬ 
puterized  dispatching.  Shift  commanders  are  generating  computerized  Shift  Reports  and 
Activity  Reports  for  each  of  their  shifts.  Computerized  Booking  of  Arrestees  is  being 
developed  and  should  be  on  line  in  early  1991.  Evidence  and  property  are  being  entered  into 
a  computerized  program.  We  have  received  permission  from  the  FBI  and  the  Massachusetts 
Registry  to  submit  our  computerized  reports  to  them,  resulting  in  a  major  decrease  in  the  time 
expended  to  submit  mandatory  reports.  The  computer  has  also  allowed  the  department  to 
begin  enforcement  of  the  Town  By-Law  regarding  False  Burglar  Alarms.  Since  April  1 ,  false 
alarms  have  decreased  16%  and  the  department  has  collected  $  1 1 ,880.00  in  false  alarm  fines. 
Many  of  the  more  flagrant  false  alarm  violators  have  improved  their  violation  rate,  giving  us 
hope  that  this  problem  will  continue  to  improve. 

Our  facility  rejuvenation  program  continued  with  physical  realignment  of  office  space, 
installation  of  modern  energy  saving  electrical  equipment,  and  the  complete  repainting  of  the 
Police  Station  interior.  The  Braintree  Alternative  Center  provided  the  personnel  to  perform 
the  painting  as  part  of  their  Community  Services  Program  and  the  Braintree  School 
Department  loaned  us  certain  equipment  to  assist  in  this  major  project.  The  Braintree  Electric 
Light  Department  conducted  an  energy  audit  of  the  police  station  and  has  begun  making 
major  changes  in  our  exterior  and  interior  lighting  systems.  The  Braintree  Highway 
Department  has  also  been  very  cooperative  in  this  project  by  assisting  us  when  necessary.  The 
members  of  the  Braintree  Police  Department  extend  their  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  assisted 
us  in  making  the  rejuvenation  project  successful  to  date. 

Transition  to  9mm  Smith  and  Wesson  semi-automatic  firearms  began  with  the 
approporiate  training  and  issuance  for  those  who  chose  to  carry  this  weapon.  We  will  attempt 
to  continue  this  transition  to  modernize  equipment  in  the  coming  year  in  order  to  equip  every 
officer  with  this  weapon.  In  1990,  we  established  the  Braintree  Police  Diving  Team  utilizing 
six  officers  who  volunteered.  These  officers,  who  were  all  trained  divers,  received  advanced 
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dive  training  at  the  Massachusetts  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council.  Subsequently,  they 
have  performed  several  actual  training  dives  in  the  many  bodies  of  water  in  Braintree.  This 
Unit  gives  us  a  valuable  first  response  team  in  the  case  of  a  possible  drowning,  where  time 
is  the  most  important  factor. 

Calendar  year  1 990  brought  some  personnel  changes  to  the  department.  Unfortunately, 
one  of  our  officers  passed  away  during  this  past  year.  Sgt.  James  Bradley  will  be  missed.  He 
and  his  family  remain  in  our  thoughts  and  prayers.  Two  officers  were  promoted  to  Sergeant, 
Sgt.  John  McCarthy  and  Sgt.  Ernest  DeCross. Officer  Fred  Leo  announced  that  he  will  retire 
in  January  1991  after  almost  35  years  of  service.  Officer  Steven  Butler  was  activated  by  the 
Marine  Reserve  and  is  serving  his  country  in  the  Persian  Gulf.  Deputy  Chief  James  Sullivan 
graduated  from  the  FBI  Academy  in  Quantico,  Virginia  after  attending  an  eleven  week 
program.  Vanessa  Graves  joined  the  department  filling  Senior  Clerk  position,  after  working 
previously  at  Town  Hall. 

The  Town  of  Braintree  should  be  proud  of  the  dedication  and  professionalism  of  their 
police  officers.  During  the  past  year,  several  officers  were  commended  for  actions  that  reflect 
extraordinary  initiative  and  dedication  to  duty.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  awarding  a  total  of  37 
commendations  to  our  officers,  many  of  which  commended  more  than  one  officer.  Some 
officers  received  multiple  commendations.  Lt.  Donald  Murphy  and  Off.  Robert  Smith  were 
awarded  the  American  Legion  Medal  of  Valor  for  their  actions  which  lead  to  the  arrest  and 
conviction  of  3  bank  robbery  suspects.  Officers  Ernest  Fraser  and  Det.  Gary  Connell  were 
each  awarded  the  Robert  P.  Dana  Distinguished  Service  Award  for  Law  Enforcement  at 
Quincy  Court.  Off.  Fraser  was  recognized  for  his  extraordinary  street  savvy  and  persistence 
in  the  apprehension  of  two  dangerous  armed  robbery  suspects.  Det.  Connell  was  recognized 
for  his  dedication  and  methodical  investigation  of  a  child  abduction  and  rape  case,  in  which 
the  suspect  was  arrested  and  convicted.  The  actions  of  our  officers  have  brought  credit  to 
themselves,  the  Police  Department  and  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

The  Department’s  public  education/awareness  programs  continued  during  1990.  An 
“Open  House’’  at  the  police  station  was  held  in  May  featuring  displays  and  educational 
materials;  the  day  was  a  huge  success.  The  D.A.R.E.  Program  (Drug  Abuse  Resistance 
Education)  continued  this  year  with  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Department  and  Rotary. 
Off.  Robert  Kessinger  was  assigned  as  the  D.A.R.E  Officer  and  received  extensive  D.A.R.E 
training.  Off.  Kessinger  has  implemented  this  program  beginning  in  September.  Safety/ 
Crime  Prevention  Officer  Ronald  Solimini  continued  our  safety  and  crime  prevention 
curriculum  in  the  schools.  These  programs  have  been  expanded  to  our  Senior  Citizens  and 
the  general  public  to  a  greater  extent  in  the  past  year.  These  programs  have  met  with  the  same 
success  as  in  the  past.  School  and  community  support  has  never  been  greater.  Other  programs 
were  continued,  including  Automobile  Identification  engraving  to  prevent  stolen  motor 
vehicles  (in  conjunction  with  the  Governor’s  Auto  Theft  Task  Force)  and  Crime  Prevention 
Day  at  the  South  Shore  Plaza.  The  Department  has  trained  the  members  of  the  Traffic 
Division,  so  that  they  can  increase  the  degree  of  enforcement  and  investigation.  Accident 
reconstruction,  truck  inspection/investigation,  and  hazardous  waste  training  will  allow  our 
Traffic  personnel  to  conduct  a  more  professional  operation.  The  purview  of  the  Traffic 
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Division  will  increase  with  the  implementation  of  the  new  Taxi  Regulation  By-Law 
sponsored  by  the  Police  Department  and  the  periodic  truck  inspection  program  to  be 
conducted  with  the  cooperation  of  other  State  agencies.  The  success  of  all  of  our  programs 
would  not  have  continued  without  the  constant  support  and  cooperation  of  all  of  the  various 
school  systems,  various  State  agencies,  Braintree’s  Governor’s  Alliance  Against  Drugs  and 
other  community  organizations,  the  business  community  and  the  concerned  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Braintree. 

Officer  training  and  development  has  continued  with  In-Service  Training  at  the 
Massachusetts  Training  Council  and  the  implementation  of  LETN  (Law  Enforcement 
Training  Network).  Mandatory  in-service  training  utilizing  LETN  has  resulted  in  our  officers 
receiving  training  and  information  every  day  at  Roll  Call.  Before  they  go  on  patrol  or  assume 
other  duties,  they  are  required  to  watch  at  least  a  fifteen  minute  training  segment.  In  addition, 
officers  are  required  to  watch  certain  programs  which  have  been  recorded  on  video.  LETN 
has  resulted  in  1,184  hours  of  mandatory  training  for  our  officers  in  the  past  year.  The 
Braintree  Police  Department  is  still  a  satellite  site  for  the  University  of  Delaware  and  our 
officers  will  continue  to  attend  these  courses  at  no  cost  to  the  Town.  The  department  has 
already  compiled  a  video  library  of  30  tapes  consisting  of  270  training  programs  produced 
by  LETN.  The  ever-developing  budget  picture  accentuates  the  need  for  new  and  innovative 
training  programs  which  allow  equal  access  and  can  be  administered  in  an  efficient  and 
fiscally  responsible  manner.  Increasing  the  safety,  knowledge,  training,  and  effectiveness  of 
our  police  personnel  will  assist  them  in  providing  a  professional  response  to  the  public  safety 
needs  of  our  community. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  department  has  taken  steps  not  only  to  improve  our 
delivery  of  necessary  services,  but  to  streamline  our  operations  in  order  to  deliver  these 
services  more  efficiently.  We  have  privatized  our  vehicle  maintenance  resulting  in  sub¬ 
stantial  savings  to  date.  Privatization  has  improved  preventive  maintenance  and  vehicle 
condition  which  will  hopefully  allow  us  to  compensate  for  the  lack  of  funds  for  vehicle 
replacement.  Through  the  cooperative  effort  of  our  Senior  Custodian  and  Financial  Coor¬ 
dinator,  we  have  decreased  the  cost  of  maintenance  supplies  and  the  use  of  them;  reduced  the 
cost  of  office  equipment  through  self  assembly;  decreased  electrical  costs  by  working  with 
the  Electric  Light  Department  to  decrease  usage,  and  implemented  many  other  smaller  scale 
cost-saving  measures. 

The  Police  Department  applied  for  and  received  several  grants;  two  federal  grants 
through  the  Governor’ s  Highway  Safety  Bureau  and  one  through  the  Norfolk  County  Sheriff, 
totalling$25, 500.00.  The  grants  were  for  Selective  Enforcement/DWI  Detection  (Highway 
Safety/Drunk  Driving),  Pedestrian  Safety  (Traffic  Barrels),  and  Drug  Enforcement.  These 
grants  paid  for  overtime,  pedestrian  traffic  barrels,  signs,  lap-top  computers,  and  other 
equipment.  The  Department  is  also  part  of  the  Southeast  Massachusetts  Drug  Task  Force 
which  applied  for  and  received  a  grant  of  $80,000.00  for  drug  enforcement,  training,  and 
equipment.  This  money  will  be  distributed  between  the  seven  members  of  the  Task  Force. 
This  Department  will  continue  its  efforts  to  procure  grant  monies  in  the  future,  so  that  we  can 
continue  to  provide  optimal  service  levels. 
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The  Braintree  Police  Department  has  gone  through  an  active  and  productive  year  which 
resulted  in  many  changes  affecting  every  level  of  the  Department.  Budget  cuts  and  hiring 
freezes  have  also  had  their  effects.  All  departments  have  been  requested  to  cut  their  budgets 
and  not  to  hire  new  employees.  In  complying  with  these  cuts  in  the  past  and  absorbing  the 
5%  contractual  increase  in  pay,  the  Department  is  unable  to  fill  the  following  positions:  four 
Police  Officers,  Junior  Custodian,  Master  Mechanic,  and  an  Intern.  I  anticipate  further  cuts 
in  funding  in  the  coming  year  which  will  affect  our  operational  capabilities  and  make  the 
development  of  this  Department  slower  and  more  difficult.  However,  I  remain  cautiously 
optimistic;  the  Braintree  Police  Department  will  work  diligently  with  other  Town  Officials 
in  order  to  minimize  the  effect  on  public  safety.  The  continued  spirit  of  cooperation  and 
support  shown  by  the  various  officials  and  the  citizens  of  Braintree  will  help  this  department 
continue  the  positive  development  of  our  capability  to  serve  and  protect  the  citizens  of 
Braintree.

1990  was  the  first  full  year  that  the  Braintree  Police  Department  kept  its  records  with 
a  computer.  We  are  satisfied  that  these  are  the  most  accurate  crime  and  arrest  statistics  we 
have  ever  been  able  to  provide 

Before  we  start  pouring  over  the  data  we  have  accumulated,  it  must  be  placed  in 
perspective.  No  one  knows  why  the  crime  rate  changes  from  year  to  year  or  if,  in  fact,  the 
crimerate  really  changes  much  at  all.  Different  measures  of  crime,  invariably  yield  different 
results.  For  example,  police  record  only  the  crimes  that  have  been  reported  to  them  and 
forward  the  statistics  to  the  FBI  who  publish  the  annual  Uniform  Crime  Report  (UCR). 

Another  measure  of  crime  is  performed  semiannualy  by  the  Bureau  of  Justice  Statistics 
(BJS).  It  conducts  a  survey  of  households  to  determine  if  any  resident  has  been  the  victim  of 
a  crime,  whether  they  have  reported  it  to  the  police,  or  not.  This  victimization  survey  is 
statistically  valid  and  consistently  proves  that  the  actual  amount  of  crime  in  America  is 
significantly  under-reported. 

Only  3  in  10  violent  crimes  are  reported  to  the  police  and  only  4  of  every  10  property 
crimes  are  reported.  The  last  survey,  1988,  indicated  that  45%  of  all  rapes,  57%  of  robberies, 
46%  of  assaults,  31%  of  larcenies,  5 1  %  of  burglaries  and  73%  of  motor  vehicle  thefts  could 
be  found  recorded  in  police  files.  The  only  two  categories  of  crime  the  police  can  be 
reasonably  certain  are  accurately  reported  are  criminal  homicide  and  car  theft.  Police  have 
little  effect  on  the  homicide  rate.  Aggressive  police  patrol  tactics  can  affect  the  stolen  car 
statistics.  By  that  standard,  Braintree  has  been  doing  well.  There  have  been  no  homicides  for 
three  consecutive  years.  Motor  vehicle  thefts  have  declined  for  three  consecutive  years.  In 
1987,  709  vehicles  were  stolen  in  Braintree.  This  number  was  reduced  to  513  in  1988,  503 
in  1 989  and  423  in  1 990. 1 990  represents  a  decline  of  1 6%  for  stolen  vehicles  from  1989  and 
a  decline  of  40%  from  1987! 

Overall,  Braintree  UCR  data  indicated  that  serious  reported  crimes  increased  3.9% 
from  1989  to  1990,  reversing  a  two  year  downward  trend.  Reported  rapes  remained  the  same 
as  last  year.  Robberies  (in  which  violence  was  used  to  steal  from  a  person)  declined  by  6 
reported  occurrences  for  an  18%  decrease.  Reported  assaults  increased  by  34,  representing 
an  1 8%  increase  in  such  reports.  There  were  17  more  burglaries  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  police  in  1990  than  in  1989,  which  was  a  6.5%  increase.  Larceny,  the  most  common  of 
the  serious  crimes,  saw  1 08  more  reports  for  a  1 2.6%  increase  from  1 989  (29%  of  all  larcenies 
were  shoplifting  incidents,  while  another  33%  were  larcenies  from  motor  vehicles).

Burglaries  are  a  matter  of  special  concern  because  they  often  are  a  violation  of  people’s 
homes.  We  have  been  able  to  analyze  Braintree’s  experience  with  our  computer.  Of  the  278 
reported  burglaries,  140  (50%)  were  in  residences  and  1 1 1  (40%)  were  in  businesses.  67% 
of  the  residential  burglaries  occurred  in  the  day  time,  while  only  29%  occurred  at  night. 
Conversely,  12%  of  business  burglaries  occurred  during  the  daylight  hours  (usually  week¬ 
ends)  while  78%  occurred  at  night.  As  the  statistics  for  this  crime  indicate,  most  burglaries 
occur  when  there  is  no  one  else  on  the  premises.  The  number  of  daytime  residential  burglaries 
has  increased  nationwide  as  a  direct  result  of  the  economic  necessity  of  working  couples 


For  the  First  time,  we  are  able  to  publish  our  “clearance  rate,”  literally  the  percentage 
of  crimes  “solved”.  This  information  is  more  useful  than  the  number  of  arrests  taken  alone, 
as  one  arrest  may  solve  several  crimes,  a  court  complaint  may  have  been  sought  in  lieu  of  an 
arrest,  or  another  appropriate  resolution  may  have  been  reached  by  the  parties  involved. 
Braintree’s  overall  clearance  rate  for  serious  crime  is  22%,  which  is  slightly  higher  than  the 
National  average  of  21  %  and  the  Northeastern  States’  average  of  19.7%.  The  clearance  rates 
for  crimes  in  which  there  are  likely  to  be  witnesses  are  higher  than  for  crimes  in  which  there 
are  seldom  witnesses.  Rape,  robbery  and  assault,  therefore,  are  cleared  more  frequently  than 
burglary,  larceny  and  motor  vehicle  theft.  We  are  very  pleased  to  report,  however,  that  the 
Braintree  Police  exceeded  the  national  and  regional  averages  for  clearances  of  violent  crimes.

We  have  emphasized  improving  our  follow-up  investigation  capability  in  the  crimes 
of  violence  and  are  very  pleased  with  the  results  we  have  realized.  We  have  emphasized  a  pro¬ 
active,  preventive  patrol  tactic  in  the  area  of  car  thefts,  however.  This  has  translated  into  fewer 
car  thefts  overall.  Working  with  other  agencies,  we  were  able  to  recover  326  (77 %)  of  the  cars 
and  trucks  stolen  in  Braintree.  Furthermore,  another  1 18  vehicles,  stolen  elsewhere,  were 
recovered  in  Braintree.  We  will  try  to  do  better  with  burglaries,  but  suburban  communities 
within  greater  metropolitan  areas  are  always  at  a  disadvantage. 

Our  analysis  of  our  1990  statistics  will  not  end  with  the  publication  of  this  report.  We 
are  actively  analyzing  our  data  to  learn  how  we  can  do  better  and  how  we  can  focus  our 
resources  so  as  to  increase  our  effectiveness.  Before  we  can  improve,  we  must  first 
understand  what  we  have  done.  This  effort  will  continue  and  we  will  share  what  we  learn  with 
you  over  the  course  of  this  year

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BRAINTREE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  report  of  the  activities  and  services  of  the  Braintree  Fire  Department  for  calendar 
year  1990  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

The  Department  continues  to  improve  its  infrastructure,  staying  within  budgeting 
guidelines.  This  year  a  complete  pre-alarm  system  was  installed  at  the  East  Braintree  Fire 
Station,  protecting  that  station  from  accidental  fires  or  vandalism  while  personnel  and 
apparatus  are  out  on  an  emergency  call.  The  wood  louvers  on  the  cupola  at  the  East  Braintree 
Station  were  replaced  with  vinyl  louvers,  reducing  future  maintenance  costs.  The  shingle  roof 
at  the  Highlands  Fire  Station  was  replaced,  due  to  the  water  leaks  in  several  areas.  All  the 
original  windows  at  the  Central  Fire  Station  were  replaced  with  energy-efficient  double 
insulated  Low  E  vinyl  windows.  We  expect  considerable  savings  in  future  fuel  oil  costs.  The 
gutters  at  Central  Station  were  relined  with  a  vinyl  insert,  because  of  the  many  leaks  in  the 
original  copper  gutters. 

We  have  instituted  the  false  alarm  by-law  passed  by  Town  Meeting  in  1989.  The  Town 
will  recover  the  cost  for  needless  alarms  that  are  the  result  of  responsible  parties  not 
correcting  deficiencies  in  their  alarm  systems.  We  expect  the  result  of  the  fines  will  be  the 
updating  and  correction  of  alarm  problems,  thereby  reducing  unnecessary  calls.  This  year  the 
Fire  Department  has  generated  $30,040.32  to  the  Town  under  the  Town’s  fee  schedule. 

The  Fire  Department’s  budget  was  reduced  this  year  by  $9,000  in  November.  This 
followed  a  slash  of  $1 18,000  the  previous  year.  Since  some  97%  of  the  Fire  Department’s 
budget  is  in  salaries  and  contractual  items,  these  reductions  have  adversely  impacted  our 
ability  to  operate  an  effective  department. 

The  administrative  law  judge  assigned  to  hear  an  appeal  against  the  Old  Liberty  St.  fire 
station  site  issued  an  order  of  dismissal.  While  this  site  is  still  a  viable  location,  the  Fire 
Station  Study  Committee  is  pursuing  a  site  on  Washington  St.,  Braintree  Highlands,  on  Route 
37.  The  land  is  owned  by  the  MBTA,  and  they  have  agreed  to  make  available  a  portion  of  land 
for  the  project.  Negotiations  to  determine  the  cost  will  begin  soon. 

The  Fire  Department  has  finished  the  repainting  and  testing  of  all  fire  alarm  boxes 
throughout  the  Town.  We  have  replaced  all  light  bulbs  indicating  the  location  of  boxes.  This 
is  an  ongoing  task. 

The  Fire  Department  has  issued  a  book  of  Rules  and  Regulations  to  all  members  of  the 
department.  This  project  was  the  culmination  of  three  years  of  negotiations  with  officials  of 
the  Firefighters’  Union.  The  book  of  Rules  and  Regulations  gives  everyone  a  clear  concept 
of  their  respective  duties  and  responsibilities. 
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During  the  past  year  the  Braintree  Knights  of  Columbus  donated  a  TDD  phone  for  the 
hearing  impaired  to  replace  a  similar  device  originally  installed  in  March  of  1986  and  donated 
by  the  Braintree  Veterans’  Council. 

The  Milton  Lodge  of  Masons  donated  a  hydraulic  rescue  tool,  often  referred  to  as  the 
“Jaws  of  Life.”  This  unit  costs  $15,770.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Milton  Masons  for  this  tool. 
It  is  the  most  important  tool  we  have  when  it  comes  to  saving  the  lives  of  victims  of  auto 
accidents.  The  quick  extrication  of  the  victims  increases  their  chances  of  survival.  The 
Milton  Lodge  of  Masons  has  also  donated  a  sophisticated  gas  detection  unit  capable  of 
detecting  33  common  industrial  gases  or  vapors.  This  hand-held  detector  will  locate  and 
define  the  type  of  gas  and  its  concentration.  This  information  will  provide  a  measure  of  safety 
to  the  public  and  to  our  firefighters,  and  will  assist  in  arson  investigations.  The  cost  of  the  unit 
was  $1,875. 

Our  request  for  a  new  aerial  ladder  to  replace  a  1971  aerial  was  approved  and  is 
presently  in  the  bid  process.  This  year  I  have  requested  that  a  1971  pumping  Engine  in  the 
Highlands  Station  be  replaced,  due  to  severe  structural  deterioration,  rusting  and  general 
decay.  This  vehicle  poses  a  safety  concern,  due  to  its  condition. 

On  October  9,  1990,  Firefighters  John  D.  Arthur  and  Joseph  L.  Barker,  Jr.,  received 
Certificates  of  Merit  from  Governor  Dukakis  at  a  State  House  ceremony  for  their  partici¬ 
pation  in  rescuing  two  girls  from  Pond  Meadow  Park  on  February  20,  1989.  Firefighters 
Barker  and  Arthur  were  among  eight  throughout  the  State  so  honored. 

In  the  90’ s  the  Fire  Department’s  role  has  been  greatly  increased,  due  to  the  scientific 
and  technological  advances  in  society.  The  department’s  role,  under  the  direction  of  Lt. 
James  F.  Giles,  is  more  demanding,  dealing  with  the  various  federal  and  state  requirements 
related  to  special  hazards,  i.e.,  Underground  Storage  Tanks  (UST’s),  Stage  II  Recovery,  Sara 
Title  III,  Right-to-Know  Law,  extremely  hazardous  chemicals,  etc.  In  January  1990  petro¬ 
leum  by-products  were  added  to  Sara  Title  III  Extremely  Hazardous  List. 

To  come  into  compliance  with  federal  regulations,  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Fire 
Prevention  Regulations  has  amended  527  Code  of  Massachusetts  Regulations  9:00  dealing 
with  aboveground  and  underground  storage  tanks.  This  required  spill  containment  manhole, 
overfill  prevention  devices  and  cathodic  protection  for  steel  tanks  and  steel  piping. 

Testing  requirements  have  been  increased,  and  by  1998,  all  underground  storage  tanks 
will  be  replaced  or  brought  into  compliance.  Stage  II  Vapor  Recovery  VOC  Control  Program, 
which  requires  existing  motor  vehicle  fuel  dispensing  facilities  with  a  throughput  equal  to  or 
greater  than  20,000  gallons  in  any  one  calendar  month.  All  motor  vehicle  fuel  dispensing 
facilities  constructed  or  substantially  modified  after  November  1,  1989,  regardless  of 
throughput,  must  install  and  operate  Stage  II  Vapor  Recovery  equipment  equipment  by  April 
1,  1991. 
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Facilities  with  an  annual  throughput  greater  than  1  million  gallons  per  year  must  install 
and  operate  Stage  II  equipment  by  April  1 , 1 99 1 .  Stations  with  an  annual  throughput  between 
500,000  and  1 ,000,000  gallons  per  year  must  install  and  operate  Stage  II  equipment  by  April 
1,  1992.  Stations  with  throughputs  greater  than  20,000  gallons  per  month,  but  less  than 
500,000  gallons  per  year,  must  install  all  Stage  II  equipment  by  April  1,  1993. 

During  1990  the  Braintree  Fire  Department  coordinated  the  removal  of  42  under¬ 
ground  storage  tanks. 


FIRE  PREVENTION  BUREAU 

The  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  has  retained,  in  conjunction  with  the  Braintree  School 
Department,  the  “Learn  Not  To  Burn”  program. 

The  Bureau  was  involved  with  the  350th  Committee  at  their  open  house  at  the  Town 
Hall  involving  “Safety  in  the  Home.” 

The  Bureau  is  working  with  school  officials  in  updating  the  school  fire  alarm  system 
and  heating  fuel  storage. 

Under  the  direction  of  Captain  John  K.  Grandy  and  Lt.  James  F.  Giles,  the  Bureau 
conducted  inspections  and  issued  permits  amounting  to  $30,040.32  revenue  returned  to  the 
Town. 

In  conjunction  with  DiBerardinis  Associates,  environmental  and  safety  consultants, 
the  Bureau  conducted  48  inspections  of  the  hazardous  waste  producers  and  storage  facilities 
in  the  community. 

The  Bureau  was  actively  involved  in  the  successful  conclusion  to  Clean  Harbors’ 
application  to  build  a  hazardous  waste  incinerator. 

The  Bureau,  in  addition  to  its  regulatory  responsibilities,  is  also  available  to  all 
residents  and  citizens  of  Braintree  for  fire  safety  programs. 

FIRE  INCIDENTS  AND  EMERGENCY  CALLS 

The  Fire  Department  responded  to  4673  Fire  Incidents  and  Emergency  Calls,  as 
required  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  “Fire  Incident  Reporting  System.”  Those 
incidents  represent  a  fire  loss  of  $1,062,450  on  properties  assessed  at  $50,160,100  and  84 
motor  vehicle  fires  at  an  estimated  loss  of  $133,100.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  1990 
BRAINTREE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY 


Braintree  Civil  Defense  Agency  has  continued  its  objective  of  preparing  for  any 
emergency  situation  that  might  arise  within  the  town.  Regular  meetings  have  been  held  each 
week  on  Thursday  evenings.  Also  working  parties  have  worked  most  Saturday  mornings 
throughout  the  year.  These  volunteer  members  contributed  1 655  hours  of  service  to  the  town. 
In  addition  the  auxiliary  police  have  trained  and  logged  2133  hours  of  voluntary  service  to 
the  town. 

Much  of  the  time  spent  by  civil  defense  members  is  used  in  upgrading  our  knowledge 
and  skills  for  implementing  the  master  plan  for  emergency  operations.  One  table  top  exercise 
was  held  with  moderate  participation  by  town  employees.  We  must  rely  very  heavily  on  town 
employees  to  man  certain  operations  required  in  emergency  situations.  As  always  more 
volunteer  workers  are  needed  to  fill  all  jobs.  The  “Emergency  Plan”  is  being  updated  with 
an  expected  completion  date  of  February  1991. 

We  have  spent  some  budgeted  funds  to  upgrade  our  communications  system.  We  are 
now  able  to  communicate  by  radio  with  all  town  departments  including  the  electric  light 
department,  the  police  department,  and  the  fire  department.  There  is  still  an  area  of 
communications  to  upgrade  that  is  the  R.A.C.E.S.  network  and  Ham  radio  system.  We 
anticipate  that  in  1991  we  will  be  able  to  complete  these  systems  and  complete  our 
communications  network. 

In  the  working  parties  conducted  we  performed  maintenance  on  the  two  vehicles 
owned  by  the  town  for  civil  defense  use.  The  1/4  ton  jeep  has  been  reworked  so  that  the  engine 
is  running  well  at  the  present  time.  The  1-1/4  ton  truck  engine  job  has  been  completed  and 
it  too  is  running  well  at  the  present  time.  The  reason  for  the  language  (present  time)  above 
is  because  of  the  age  of  the  vehicles,  they  are  both  over  thirty-five  years  old  and  require 
constant  maintenance.  The  generating  units  being  maintained  are  also  old  and  requiring 
constant  maintenance.  Some  thoughts  should  be  given  to  replacing  these  units  in  the  near 
future. 

The  majority  of  work  time  was  spent  upgrading  the  emergency  power  system  in  the 
town  hall.  We  have  completed  the  majority  of  wiring  for  electric  lights  in  most  offices,  and 
the  wiring  of  receptacles  for  the  use  of  some  equipment  in  an  emergency.  The  telephone 
switchboard  is  wired  in  so  that  it  stays  on  line  in  a  power  outage.  Most  offices  will  have 
automatic  emergency  power  in  any  outage.  We  expect  to  complete  the  balance  of  lights  in 
the  year  1991. 

An  estimated  cost  of  the  above  electric  work  to  provide  emergency  power  to  the  entire 
building  is  over  fifty  thousand  dollars.  This  is  the  cost  of  the  equipment  and  its  installation 
by  contractors.  The  civil  defense  personnel  have  provided  all  of  the  labor  as  volunteers.  The 
generosity  of  the  Stop  &  Shop  Company  donated  the  generator  and  controls.  The  only  costs 
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to  the  town  were  the  purchases  of  lights,  fixtures,  and  wire.  This  amounted  to  approximately 
$6,000.00  dollars.  There  also  is  an  annual  cost  for  bottled  gas  to  run  the  generator  and  an 
annual  maintenance  fee  to  maintain  the  generator  in  top  working  order. 

As  always  we  hope  that  emergency  preparedness  is  not  needed,  but  we  also  feel  that 
we  are  prepared  to  assist  the  town  in  the  response  to  and  recovery  from  most  emergencies. 
We  hope  that  our  limited  budget  requests  will  be  accepted  as  an  investment  or  insurance  in 
the  well  being  of  the  town.

The  annual  report  of  the  Engineering  Department  is  respectfully  submitted  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1990. 


CONSTRUCTION  PROJECTS 
CHAPTER  90  PROGRAM 

Prior  to  the  Allen/Front  Street  project,  Pond  Street  has  been  the  last  street  improvement 
in  Braintree  financed  with  Chapter  90  funds.  That  contract  extended  from  Granite  Street  to 
Wayne  Avenue  and  was  completed  in  1976.  The  second  Pond  Street  project  from  Wayne 
Avenue  to  Washington  Street  was  financed  with  Urban  Systems  funds. 

ALLEN/FRONT  STREET  PROJECT 

The  Allen/Front  Street  project  commenced  on  February  12th.  Construction  extended 
from  the  intersection  of  Allen  &  Shaw  Streets  to  the  to  the  intersection  of  Front  &  Bowditch 
Streets. 

Nickerson  Road  and  Tingley  Road  were  also  rebuilt.  There  was  extensive  grading 
involved  since  the  elevation  of  Allen  and  Front  Streets  was  raised  or  lowered  by  as  much  as 
three  feet  in  some  areas.  Heavy  rains  created  very  difficult  conditions  for  both  the  Contractor, 
the  residents  and  the  motorists  who  use  those  busy  streets. 

Conditions  improved  once  the  asphalt  pavement  was  placed  in  June.  The  numerous 
retaining  walls  have  been  completed  and  at  year’ s  end  only  a  few  minor  items  of  work  remain. 

SOUTH  BRAINTREE  SQUARE  PROJECT 

The  South  Braintree  Square  Project  was  advertised  for  bids  in  December.  This  will  also 
be  financed  with  Chapter  90  funds.  It  will  include  the  complete  reconstruction  of  Hancock 
Street  form  Hancock  Place  to  Pearl  Street  and  Washington  Street  from  Pearl  Street  to 
French’s  Common. 

The  work  on  Pearl  Street  will  be  limited  to  resurfacing  due  to  the  planned  MBTA 
Commuter  Rail  construction.  Reconstruction  of  South  Braintree  Square  should  begin  in  the 
spring. 

DRAINAGE  PROJECTS 

A  storm  drainage  system  running  form  Liberty  Street  to  Helen  Road,  Doris  Road  and 
Andrea  Drive  was  reconstructed  in  the  fall  to  eliminate  flooding  problems  on  Helen  Road. 
In  addition,  a  drain  was  installed  on  the  southerly  side  of  Pearl  Street  running  from  house  No. 
311  to  No.  333. 
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PROJECTS  UNDER  DESIGN 
HOWARD  AND  SHAW  STREET  PROJECT 

This  will  be  the  third  in  a  series  of  recent  Chapter  90  projects.  It  will  involve  the 
reconstruction  and  signalization  of  the  “T”  intersection  adjacent  to  the  Quintree  Mall.  We 
anticipate  that  construction  will  start  next  summer. 

OTHER  PROJECTS 

Many  other  varied  and  interesting  projects  kept  us  occupied  during  the  past  year: 

1 .  Two  pavement  reclamation  projects  were  constructed  in  the  fall.  Conrad  Street 
was  reclaimed  by  Able  Bituminous  Contractors,  Inc.  for  $26,620.  Later 
B  ARCO,  Inc.  reclaimed  the  pavement  on  a  failing  Light  Department  trench.  The 
work  extended  along  Hayward  and  Elm  Streets  from  Shaw  Street  to  Adams 
Street  at  a  cost  of  $70,500. 

2.  The  South  Shore  Plaza  has  announced  plans  to  add  a  second  level  to  their 
shopping  complex  on  Granite  Street.  The  expansion  will  include  250,000  square 
feet  of  retail  space  and  two  new  parking  garages. 

3.  In  recent  years,  the  Norfolk  County  Mosquito  Control  Department  has  been  very 
helpful  in  dredging  watercourses  in  some  of  our  flood-prone  areas.  This  year  they 
worked  at  the  golf  course  in  the  vicinity  of  the  10th  and  1 1th  holes. 

4.  On  October  9th  we  installed  Jersey  barriers  in  the  median  strip  on  Union  Street 
midway  between  Ivory  Street  and  Route  3.  They  were  installed  to  prevent  unsafe 
turning  movements  at  that  location  and  improve  safety  on  Union  Street. 

5.  The  location  of  the  Braintree/Wey mouth  Town  line  adjacent  to  Pond  Meadow 
Park  has  been  questioned.  As  a  result,  we  have  made  arrangements  with  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  to  have  the  Town  line  reestablished 
by  global  (satellite)  positioning. 

6v  On  January  3 1  several  stop  signs  were  installed  at  the  intersection  of  Elm,  Adams 

and  Middle  Streets  for  a  one  year  trial  period.  Stop  signs  now  control  every 
entrance  to  the  intersection  except  Elm  Street  (eastbound). 

7.  We  continued  to  meet  with  MBTA  personnel  and  their  consultants  regarding 
their  proposal  to  initiate  commuter  rail  service  to  communities  south  of 
Braintree. 

8.  The  Town  hall  received  its  first  FAX  machine  on  May  22.  It  has  already  saved 
us  several  trips  to  Boston  and  Taunton  (Mass  DPW). 
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9.  There  were  no  personnel  changes  this  year. 

The  Department  took  in  $3,499.26  from  the  sale  of  plans  and  maps  during  the  year.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

SNOW  REMOVAL 

Seven  snow  storms  in  1990  necessitated  the  Highway  Department  to  plow  all  streets, 
school  parking  lots  and  play  areas,  town  parking  areas  and  designated  sidewalks.  The  sanding 
trucks  were  in  operation  frequently  due  to  icing  conditions. 

There  were  approximately  One  Hundred  and  Ten  (110)  sand  barrels  distributed,  filled 
and  maintained  throughout  the  town.

PATCHING  AND  SIDEWALK  REPAIRS 

Streets  were  patched  throughout  the  town  and  sidewalk  repairs  were  made  in  several 

areas. 


One  Hundred  (100)  ton  of  cold  patch  was  used  during  the  winter  months  to  repair  pot 

holes. 


Four  Hundred  Fifty  Seven  (457)  ton  of  hot  mix  was  used  during  the  spring,  summer  and 
fall  months  to  repair  sidewalks  and  various  pot  holes  throughout  the  town. 

MAINTENANCE 

Routine  maintenance  includes  sweeping  streets  and  sidewalks,  cleaning  catch  basins 
and  drains,  repairing  fences  and  guard  rails  installed  by  the  town  and  cleaning  brush  from  road 
sides,  sidewalks  and  town  lots,  repairing  plow  damage  and  cleaning  town  brooks. 

STREET  PAINTING 

Center  and  stop  lines  were  repainted  throughout  the  town.  Crosswalks  were  repainted 
at  all  schools  and  business  areas.  There  were  also  additional  crosswalks  painted  at  several 
areas  throughout  the  town. 


TRAFFIC  AND  STREET  SIGNS 

Street  signs  and  posts  were  replaced  as  needed.  Numerous  Stop  signs,  No  Parking, 
Keep  Right,  Handicapped,  child  safety  signs,  etc.,  were  installed  or  replaced.  There  were  also 
additional  new  signs  installed  throughout  various  areas  of  the  town. 

STREET  RESURFACING 

The  following  streets  were  resurfaced:

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I  am  pleased  to  present  to  the  Town  this  Annual  Report  for  the  Department  of 
Inspections. 

In  spite  of  the  general  construction  slow  down  and  the  state  of  the  economy,  this 
department  has  been  kept  very  busy.  While  new  construction  starts  have  decreased, 
renovations  and  additions  have  increased.  We  have  found  that  this  type  of  work  requires  more 
of  our  efforts  than  new  construction.  Thus  while  the  value  of  the  work  has  dropped,  our 
activities  have  not. 

i 

The  total  number  of  permits  issued  has  dropped  from  2,079  last  year  to  2,037  this  year. 
We  are  still  ahead  of  the  1,917  permits  issued  in  1988.  Our  total  fee  collections  of  $135,789 
for  work  valued  over  $13  million  is  only  $16,760  below  last  year’s  collections  for  work 
valued  over  $25  million. 

We  spend  many  hours  meeting  with  property  owners  and  guiding  them  thru  the  many 
requirements  of  the  codes  and  Zoning  ByLaws  and  assisting  them  in  determining  what  can 
legally  be  done  on  their  property  or  to  their  buildings.  We  also  guide  homeowners  in  proper 
construction  practices  when  they  are  doing  the  work  themselves. 

We  also  continue  to  make  over  200  annual  inspections  of  the  various  restaurants, 
hotels,  motels,  theaters,  clubs,  meeting  halls,  etc.,  wherever  the  public  gathers  to  make  sure 
the  buildings  are  safe  for  their  intended  use. 

This  office  also  maintains  close  coordination  with  the  Engineering,  Health,  Planning, 
Conservation  and  Fire  Departments  so  that  all  projects  meet  the  requirements  of  these 
agencies  before  the  buildings  may  be  occupied. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  Town  departments  for  their  many  courtesies  and  assistance  and 
to  thank  my  staff:  Robert  Galewski,  Local  Inspector;  John  Mastrangelo,  Inspector  of  Wires; 
Leo  Dauphinais,  Plumbing/Gas  Inspector;  and  especially  Annette  McLaughlin,  Administra¬ 
tor  for  their  cheerful  cooperation  and  dedication  to  duty.

Public  Health  Nursing  Services  Provided: 

Responsible  for  distributing  biologic  supplies  to  all  local  Physicians,  Nursing  Homes, 
Clinics  and  Hospitals.  A  total  of  231  vaccine  orders  were  distributed.  The  nurses  maintain 
statistics  for  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Monthly  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  were  offered  in  cooperation  with  the  Council  on 
Aging.  A  total  of  1 1 18  people  participated. 

The  Department  offered  a  lead  testing  program  for  all  day  care  centers  throughout  the 
Town.  Several  nursing  homes  requested  mantoux  testing  for  TB  for  their  employees.  The 
nurses  with  Dr.  Birjinder  Singh,  MD,  Town  Physician,  immunized  22  high  school  students 
at  a  clinic  for  tetanus  &  diphtheria  which  was  held  at  Braintree  High  School. 

Town  employees  participated  in  an  American  Heart  Association  CPR  course.  The 
Norfolk-Bristol  Ambulance  company  provided  the  materials  and  staff.  A  babysitting  course 
was  taught  in  July.  26  adolescents  received  their  certificates.  A  cholesterol  screening  clinic 
was  offered  by  South  Shore  Hospital  nutrition  education  services  to  Town  employees.  The 
Braintree  School  Department  nurses  called  upon  the  Nurses  to  assist  them  in  screening  the 
school  children  for  head  lice/scabies.  Some  Day  Care  Centers  held  screenings.  A  local 
nursing  home  requested  an  in  service  to  their  employees  regarding  scabies  and  pediculosis. 

Flu  Clinic  (Pneumonia  Clinic) 

The  Health  Department  offered  its  Annual  Flu  Program  in  October  1990.  A  total  of 
1420  residents  were  vaccinated  at  the  Public  Health  Clinics.  1630  doses  were  distributed  to 
local  nursing  homes,  and  health  care  providers.  In  conjunction  with  the  Flu  Clinic  the  Annual 
Pneumonia  program  was  offered  to  the  community.  45  residents  were  vaccinated. 

Hepatitis  “B”  Clinic  for  Firefighters 

The  Health  Department  has  put  together  a  Hepatitis  “B”  inoculation  program  for  the 
Braintree  Firefighters.  The  program  is  voluntary.  Education  and  inservices  were  provided  to 

I  the  firefighters  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  inoculation  program.  31  firefighters  have 
received  two  out  of  three  doses  of  Hepatitis  “B”  vaccine  which  was  administered  by  the 
Public  Health  Nurses.  The  third  dose  will  be  administered  in  the  early  Spring  of  1991. 


Contracted  Services  for  Public  Health  Nursing 

The  Public  Health  Nursing  Services  continue  to  expand  its  health  services  over  the 
years.  Community  health  education  has  been  the  focal  point  with  the  Nurses.  The  Nurses 
coordinate  many  community  wide  programs,  the  department  worked  closely  with  area 
agencies.  The  state-mandated  nursing  services  continue  to  be  rendered. 

This  year  3,840  units  of  service  were  performed  by  the  Department’s  Public  Health 
Nurses.  This  figure  does  not  reflect  the  evening  program  services.  This  does  not  include 
services  performed  in  conjunction  with  other  agencies  or  the  complete  Flu  Clinic  Program. 

The  Health  Department  held  its  tenth  Annual  Health  Fair  on  April  28,  1990.  A  wide 
variety  of  free  health  screenings  were  offered.  A  total  of  2 1 8  residents  participated.  The 
Braintree  Health  Department  no  longer  offers  services  during  the  evening  hours. 

The  Public  Health  Nurses,  Dena  Salzberg,  RN,  Jane  Pratt,  RN  and  Joan  Santoro,  RN, 
may  be  contacted  for  further  information  on  any  of  the  services  provided. 

School  Nursing  Program 

The  Board  continued  its  nursing  services  with  the  private  schools  of  the  town,  as 
mandated  by  state  law. 

Food  Service  Sanitation  —  Restaurants,  Mobile  Food  Servers,  Market  Registration 
and  Catering  Establishments. 

The  Department  continued  its  periodic  inspections  throughout  the  town,  including 
citizens’  requests,  for  a  total  532  inspections.  There  were  5  cases  of  restaurant  closure  action 
for  sanitation  violations.  4  restaurants  went  out  of  business.  16  new  establishments  opened 
in  the  Town.  There  were  171  responses  to  nuisance  and  other  complaints. 

Housing  Inspections 

The  Department  is  involved  in  the  inspection  of  housing  used  as  rental  units.  A  total 
of  264  units  were  initially  inspected,  of  which  there  were  78  follow  up  inspections  and 
occupancy  inspections. 

Regulations  Adopted  by  the  Board 

The  Board  of  Health  initiated  a  new  fee  schedule  for  the  Health  Department  regarding 
all  licenses  issued  by  the  Department. 

The  Board  adopted  a  new  regulation  imposing  a  surcharge  of  a  double  the  annual 
license(s)  fee  for  any  establishment  that  appears  before  the  Board  for  a  disciplinary  hearing. 

Mosquito  Control 

The  Board  cooperated  with  the  Norfolk  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  in  planning 
spraying  for  the  Spring. 
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The  annual  Rabies  Clinic  was  held  in  June  of  this  year  through  the  efforts  of  Richard 
I.  Harris,  D.V.M.  and  the  Animal  Control  Department. 

Pool  Inspections 

The  Department’s  Code  Enforcement  Officer  made  99  inspections  of  indoor  and 
outdoor  pools  and  whirlpools  in  the  town. 

Clean  Harbors,  Inc.  Rotary  Kiln  Incinerator  Proposal 

On  September  19,  1990  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs,  John  De  Villars  released 
a  statement  concerning  the  site  suitability  of  Clean  Harbors,  Inc.  proposed  hazardous  waste 
incinerator.  In  this  statement,  Mr.  De  Villars,  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  thousands  of  pages  of  public  comment,  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  proposed 
site  is  not  suitable  for  a  hazardous  waste  incinerator  of  this  kind.  This  Board  concurred  with 
this  decision.

The  4 1 3  tons  is  an  increase  of  93  tons  over  1 989.  With  a  tipping  fee  approaching  $30/ 
ton  at  SEMASS,  the  Town  saved  in  avoidance  costs  over  $12,000.  In  addition,  income 
generated  from  glass  bottles  and  aluminum  was  $1240.56. 

The  major  recycling  events  this  year  included  a  spring  paper  drive  at  the  elementary 
schools,  a  tire  and  battery  collection  day  sponsored  by  the  League  of  Women  Voters  in  both 
the  spring  and  the  fall,  a  fall  Open  House  with  shed  and  sign  painting  by  the  League  and  the 
Recycling  Committee,  and  a  Town  Hall  paper  recycling  program. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  welcome  two  new  members,  Louise  O'Rourke  and  David 
Whelpley,  and  a  faithful  volunteer,  Susan  Jenness,  who  has  helped  at  the  Center  regularly  on 
Saturdays.  The  Committee  would  like  to  recognize  two  noteworthy  programs  in  the  schools 
—  the  League  of  Women  Voters  Recycling  Education  Program  and  the  Braintree  Rotary 
Environmental  Awareness  Program.  The  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department  gave  recy¬ 
cling  a  boost  when  it  provided  each  homeowner  with  a  “Bulletin  Board”  informational  flyer 
on  how  to  recycle. 

The  Recycling  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  Braintree  business  community  for 
the  many  ways  in  which  they  have  assisted  our  recycling  efforts.  In  the  future,  our  goal  is  to 
re-establish  a  townwide  curbside  pick-up.

REGIONAL  RECREATION-CONSERVATION  DISTRICT 


In  accordance  with  the  bylaws  of  the  towns,  the  Board  of  Commissioners  hereby 
submit  this  report. 

During  this  past  year  the  park  usage  has  been  the  highest  ever,  sometimes  taxing  the 
limited  facilities  of  the  park.

Park  equipment  is  being  readied  for  the  summer  of  1991.  New  park  tables  have  been 
built.  Maintenance  of  the  trails,  cleaning  of  drains  and  spillways,  replacement  of  rails  and 
footings  of  bridges,  and  bike  path  repairs  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  duties  of  the  park  rangers. 

Numerous  Eagle  Scout  projects  have  been  accomplished,  such  as  a  new  sign  and 
display  board  structure  next  to  the  office,  a  water  fountain,  two  foot  bridges  and  a  dock. 

The  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  conducted  their  annual  inspection  of  the  park  on  May 
2nd.  Their  report  stated  that  the  dam  structure  was  in  good  shape  and  that  both  Supervisor 
Cleaves  and  Ranger  Folan  were  to  be  commended  for  the  excellent  condition  of  the  park  and 
flood  control  area. 

Pond  Meadow  Park  participated  in  the  350th  anniversary  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  at 
town  hall  with  a  photo  display  and  video  tape  show  of  the  park  by  the  park  rangers. 

A  summer  nature  program  was  conducted  by  Patrick  Donoghue,  Robert  O’Brien,  and 
Michael  Marion.  Participants  in  this  program  are  children  from  ages  6  to  12  from  the 
Braintree  and  Weymouth  areas.  The  program  was  highly  successful  and  well  received  by 
both  the  campers  and  the  parents. 

The  park  rangers,  sponsored  by  the  Braintree  Police  Department,  were  accepted  for 
Special  Police  training.  They  attended  and  successfully  completed  a  Massachusetts  Criminal 
Justice  Training  Council  Reserve/Intermittent  Basic  Training  course. 

The  Weymouth-  Braintree  Recreation-Conservation  District  rules  and  regulations 
have  been  updated  and  will  be  posted  at  the  park. 

At  the  present  time  a  new  19  foot  by  20  foot  addition  is  being  added  to  the  existing 
ranger  station.  This  addition  will  be  called  the  Pond  Meadow  Nature  Center.  It  will  be  used 
as  an  ecology  and  wildlife  study  center  and  will  contain  a  nature  gift  shop.  The  Friends  of 
Pond  Meadow  Park  are  sponsoring  a  fund  raising  drive  for  the  construction  of  this  nature 
center.  Blue  Hills  Vocational  Technical  School  is  donating  their  labor.

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1990  REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS  COMMISSION 
TOWN  OF  BRAINTREE  PARK  DEPARTMENT 


This  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Town  of  Braintree’s  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds 
Commission  who  formally  met  in  public  session  fourteen  times  during  1990.  Overall  board 
member  attendance  was  87%  of  its  seven  members. 

The  board  reelected  Thomas  J.  Reynolds  at  its  chairman  and  Sheila  Roach  as  its  vice 
Chairman  at  its  April  reorganization  meeting.  Other  changes  experienced  on  the  board  during 
the  year  was  the  unexpected  resignation  from  the  board  of  the  school  committee’s  represen¬ 
tative  Joseph  Powers  in  March  due  to  his  personal  scheduling  conflicts.  Mr.  Powers  was 
replaced  on  the  board  as  the  school  committee’s  representative  by  John  LeRoy,  Jr.,  current 
headmaster  of  Braintree  High  School.  In  May,  the  Planning  Board  replaced  its  representative 
on  the  park  board,  Alan  Fitzsimmons  who  had  served  since  the  Fall  of  1987,  with  East 
Braintree  resident  Wayne  J.  Martin. 

The  department  was  very  much  involved  in  a  support  role  with  the  town’s  350th 
Anniversary  events.  Most  specifically,  we  participated  in  the  grounds  preparation  for  the 
commemorative  stone  installed  on  the  Town  Hall  Mall  and  we  assisted  in  the  parade 
preparations  also.  Our  participation  for  the  May  outdoor  concert  featuring  Don  McLean  at 
the  high  school  called  for  us  to  erect  a  portable  stage  with  a  scaffolding  backdrop  displaying 
the  July  4th  Committee’s  huge  American  Flag.  Despite  the  cold  weather  that  caused  concert 
goers  to  bundle  up,  the  event’s  entertainment  was  a  huge  success. 

The  use  of  the  Alice  Daughraty  Recreation  Center  on  Washington  Street  was  never 
busier.  Over  75  hours  of  active  use  by  all  age  groups  during  the  school  year  was  the  highest 
use  scheduled  by  the  department  since  acquiring  the  facility  from  the  Town  meeting  n  1984. 

The  American  Legion  of  Massachusetts  held  its  statewide  baseball  program  tourna¬ 
ment  at  the  Veteran’s  Memorial  Field  at  the  high  school  in  July.  After  weeks  of  preparation 
to  host  this  prestigious  tournament,  teams  came  to  our  community  and  went  away  after  the 
tournament  very  impressed  about  our  facilities. 

The  department  again  played  host  to  more  than  650  boys  and  girls  at  the  Massachusetts 
Sate  Finals  to  the  Hershey’s  National  Track  and  Field  Youth  Program  in  July  and  four  young 
men,  Leigh  Williams,  Chris  Kotowski,  Tom  Wetzel  and  Jerry  Kenny  went  on  to  the  national 
finals  in  Pennsylvania  in  August  and  came  in  3rd  place  in  the  boys  11-12  400  Meter  relay 
while  representing  all  of  New  England.  Other  national  youth  programs  conducted  in 
Braintree  during  1990  were  the  New  England  Finals  for  the  World  Jr.  Frisbee  Disk  Contest 
and  the  New  England  Finals  for  the  Canine  Frisbee  Disk  Competition.  Winners  in  Braintree 
went  on  to  compete  at  the  national  level  as  well  due  to  their  efforts  here  in  town. 
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The  board  was  pleased  to  designate  the  outdoor  basketball  court  at  the  Faxon  Street 
Erwin  Davis  Playground  as  the  Jim  Calhoun  Court  during  a  town  meeting  ceremony  held  in 
May  to  honor  this  former  Braintree  High  School  graduate  who  was  one  of  Braintree’s  finest 
schoolboy  basketball  players  ever.  Jim  Calhoun  grew  up  on  Elm  Knoll  Road  overlooking  the 
playground  and  practiced  his  skills  in  his  early  childhood  days  at  this  facility.  He  has  gone 
on  to  establish  himself  as  one  of  the  country’s  top  collegiate  basketball  coaches  at  the 
University  of  Connecticut. 

The  department  was  able  to  complete  its  installation  of  the  new  basketball  court  at  the 
Lincoln  Playground  off  Hobart  Street.  It  further  was  able  t  complete  its  three  year  installation 
to  an  all  new  tots  playground  at  this  site  featuring  a  new  play  structure  type  equipment 
installed  in  our  town  for  the  first  time  ever. 

Through  the  generous  and  cooperative  efforts  of  the  Trustees  of  Thayer  Academy,  the 
park  department  was  able  to  obtain  a  $  1 0,000  grant  for  work  to  be  performed  to  eliminate  the 
drainage  problems  affecting  the  Chester  Daily  Soccer  Field  located  across  the  street  from  the 
post  office,  with  the  work  assistance  performed  by  the  Braintree  Highway  Department,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  new  french  drain  network  installed  underground,  the  facility  used  in  part  by 
the  academy’s  sports  teams  will  provide  for  better  turf  conditions  for  town  soccer  programs 
as  well. 

Through  the  auspices  of  the  Norfolk  County  Sheriff  s  Department,  the  park  department 
was  able  to  obtain  the  manpower  assistance  from  the  Braintree  Alternative  Center’s  inmates 
in  October  to  fully  refurbish  the  Hollis  Field  “Kids  Connection”  playground.  With  the  rough 
edges  worn  from  heavy  use  over  the  past  two  years  being  resanded  and  a  fresh  coat  of  wood 
preservative,  this  facility  should  remain  in  good  condition  for  the  next  couple  of  years 
anyway. 

Two  trees  were  planted  in  our  community  in  memory  of  loved  ones.  At  Braintree  High 
School,  a  flowering  dogwood  has  been  planted  near  the  veterans  memorial  behind  the 
Veterans  Memorial  Baseball  Field  in  honor  of  Norman  Diotte  given  in  memory  by  his 
nephew,  Joseph  Cleggett  of  Braintree.  Theresa  Quirke  of  South  Braintree  donated  a  Korean 
Dogwood  in  memory  of  her  husband  Thomas  Quirke  and  that  tree  was  planted  at  the  Charles 
Furlong  Memorial  Park  located  at  the  corner  of  Pond  and  Washington  Streets. 

The  Board  carried  through  on  its  threats,  primarily  with  the  adult  softball  teams,  that 
those  who  are  drinking  alcohol  at  their  games  will  face  suspension  of  their  field  use  permit. 
Two  different  instances  during  1990  brought  about  two  week  suspensions  with  probationary 
resumption  of  their  permits  that  will  carry  into  the  1991  season.  The  crackdown  on  this  type 
of  abusive  use  of  public  facilities  in  town  will  not  be  tolerated  by  the  board.  Chief  Edward 
Flynn  and  his  department  are  diligently  visiting  the  various  fields  during  evening  and 
weekend  periods  and  reporting  any  instances  witnessed.  Through  this  cooperative  effort  and 
the  clearer  understanding  from  the  adult  softball  programs,  the  town  can  take  better  pride  in 
its  multiple  recreational  facilities  for  all  ages. 
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Over  1300  field  use  permits  were  issued  during  1990  for  the  various  youth  and  adult 
programs  that  are  organized  annually.  This  past  year  was  by  far  the  highest  number  of  permits 
representing  literally  thousands  of  residents  who  participate  in  youth  programs  and  adult 
programs  almost  year  round  in  our  community.  With  the  declining  economy  affecting  all  of 
us  together,  more  people  will  turn  to  their  home  community  for  constructive,  healthy  leisure 
time  pursuits. 

The  department  is  grateful  for  the  many  town  departments  who  remain  a  true  asset  to 
the  operations  of  the  Braintree  Park  Department.  In  particular,  the  assistance  provided  this 
office  by  the  following  departments  should  be  commended:  Town  Counsel,  Town  Accoun¬ 
tant,  Water  and  Sewer  Department,  Electric  Light  Department,  School  Department,  High¬ 
way  Department,  Town  Treasurer’s  Office  and  the  Braintree  Personnel  Office.  The  staffs 
from  each  of  these  individual  departments  continue  to  help  and  offer  assistance  whenever 
they  can  be  of  help  in  the  provision  of  healthy  leisure  time  services  to  the  citizens  of  Braintree. 

Special  thanks  and  appreciation  is  offered  to  the  entire  staff  within  the  park  department, 
fulltime  and  part  time  alike,  for  giving  their  best  even  at  times  under  adverse  conditions  to 
ensure  that  facilities  are  prepared,  available  and  scheduled  properly  for  the  townspeople.  No 
department  could  succeed  without  a  quality  support  staff  and  the  town  should  be  thankful  that 
the  park  department’s  staff  is  no  different  from  other  departments  within  our  community.

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1990  REPORT  OF  THE 
BRAINTREE  MUNICIPAL  GOLF  COURSE 


Owned  and  Operated  by  the  Braintree  Park  Commission 

Since  1954 

The  Braintree  Municipal  Golf  Course  whose  day  to  day  operations  are  overseen  by  a 
nine  member  park  board  appointed  Golf  Course  Operating  Committee  held  13  meetings 
during  1990.  With  265  golfing  days  recorded  during  the  year,  the  golf  course  enjoyed  its 
busiest  season  of  activity  in  memory.  Over  $630,000  in  receipts  were  recorded  at  the  course 
during  the  year  with  greater  than  53,000  rounds  listed.  Percentage  wise,  the  golf  course  hosted 
6,341  more  rounds  in  1990  than  in  1989  which  was  an  increase  of  almost  14%.  Receipts 
recorded  represented  nearly  $100,000  more  than  in  1989  which  resulted  in  19%  growth  from 
the  year  before. 

In  February,  the  park  board  honored  long  time  committee  member  Ralph  W.  Bucknam 
for  his  more  than  20  years  service  to  the  golf  as  well  as  the  park  commission.  Mr.  Bucknam 
who  passed  away  in  April  became  the  1 2th  recipient  of  a  park  commission  ’  s  golf  course  Gold 
Card  which  extended  lifetime  privileges  at  the  course  and  the  dining  room  at  the  new 
clubhouse  was  named  in  Ralph’ s  memory.  The  town  can  count  on  one  hand  few  residents  who 
contributed  more  towards  the  growth  and  maturation  of  the  golf  course  than  Ralph  W. 
Bucknam.  In  the  Fall,  the  park  board  further  honored  Ralph  by  establishing  a  Ralph  W. 
Bucknam  Memorial  Junior  Golfer  Permit.  This  permit  will  be  presented  to  any  Braintree 
group  or  organization  in  the  town  who  petitions  the  board  by  the  end  of  October  annually  for 
consideration  of  receiving  this  one  junior  golfer  membership  for  the  ensuing  golf  season.  All 
organizations  who  want  to  be  in  contention  must  submit  a  letter  to  the  park  department  and 
the  board  will  draw  from  those  interested  the  group  to  receive  this  membership.  The 
organization  can  then  raffle,  auction  or  convey  this  permit  to  a  youngster  age  19  or  younger 
during  the  coming  golf  season. 

Replacing  Mr.  Bucknam  as  Chairman  of  the  Operating  Committee  was  Elizabeth 
Nightingale,  the  first  women  to  be  elected  to  this  seat  in  the  36  year  town  owned  history  of 
the  facility.  Paul  Mahoney  was  elected  Vice  Chairman  of  the  committee  for  1 990  and  elected 
Secretary  was  a  relative  newcomer  to  the  committee,  Mary  Bestick.  Joining  the  committee 
as  its  newest  member  replacing  Ralph  Bucknam  was  local  businessman  and  Braintree  native. 
Edward  Antonelli  who  received  his  three  year  appointment  by  the  park  commission  in  April. 

The  golf  course  participated  in  the  Norfolk/Newton  Lung  Association’s  American 
Cancer  Society’s  Golf  Privilege  Card  Program  and  36  card  owners  were  able  to  play  at  the 
golf  course  during  the  season  as  a  result. 

The  golf  course  hosted  eleven  different  Special  Golf  Tournaments  hosted  by  local 
charitable  organizations.  Through  the  hosting  of  these  various  tournaments  during  the 
season,  many  thousands  of  dollars  were  raised  as  a  result  by  the  sponsoring  organizations. 
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Town  Employees  again  were  provided  the  opportunity  to  play  at  the  golf  course  at  a 
reduced  greens  fee  during  1990  Mondays  through  Fridays.  One  hundred  and  eighty  seven 
town  employees  received  a  town  employees  card  for  the  season  and  the  played  a  total  of  62 1 
rounds  of  golf  during  the  year. 

With  the  concerned  interest  and  able  assistance  of  Town  Engineer  John  Fehan,  the  golf 
course  had  hydrological  study  performed  on  the  lower  Monatiquot  River  to  evaluate  the 
impacts  of  the  river  on  the  water  retention  and  run  off  problems  encountered  at  the  golf 
course.  Numerous  measures  recommended  to  remedy  some  of  the  serious  flooding  and  water 
retention  areas  to  cause  a  quicker  release  of  the  storm  waters  collected  within  the  150  acre 
golf  course  resulted  from  this  study  during  the  1990  golf  season.  The  department  will  be 
endeavoring  to  perform  many  of  the  remedy  solutions  in  the  coming  golf  seasons  depending 
on  the  available  funding  to  accomplish  this  work. 

Long  time  golfer  at  the  facility,  Mr.  Peter  Gillespie  of  Braintree  donated  to  the 
clubhouse  a  refrigerated  water  cooler  which  was  installed  in  the  lobby  during  the  year.  The 
department  and  many  golfers  were  very  appreciative  of  this  most  generous  contribution  of 
this  Braintree  resident. 

The  facility  again  played  host  to  the  golf  teams  of  Braintree  High  School,  one  of  the 
top  golfing  units  in  all  of  Eastern  Massachusetts  during  the  Spring  season.  Further,  the  golf 
teams  from  Thayer  Academy  and  Archbishop  Williams  called  the  Braintree  Municipal  Golf 
Course  its  home  facility  for  their  practices  and  matches  during  the  year. 

Other  prominent  tournaments  and  events  conducted  at  the  facility  during  the  year  were 
the  Junior  4  Ball,  the  pro/amateur  Challenge  Cup,  the  Insurance  Youth  Classic  Tournament, 
the  PGA  Junior  Qualifying  Round  and  numerous  events  hosted  by  both  the  BGA  men’s 
association  and  the  BWGA  women’s  association. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Norfolk  County  Mosquito  Control  agency,  several  ditches 
and  trenches  were  created  throughout  the  swampy  perimeter  areas  throughout  the  golf  course 
during  the  winter  of  1 990  which  allowed  for  lessening  of  the  mosquito  larvae  problem  during 
the  hot  weather  months.  Hopefully,  this  agency  will  be  able  to  return  in  the  winters  coming 
to  complete  this  project  as  the  results  are  already  being  favorably  noticed  by  the  golfing 
public. 

Deputy  Fire  Chief  Henry  Williams  of  the  Braintree  Fire  Department  suffered  a  heart 
attack  on  the  golf  course  during  the  Spring  and  had  it  not  ben  for  the  heroic  timely  life  saving 
efforts  of  two  golf  course  maintenance  employees,  Bill  Malone  and  Russell  Mahanna, 
Deputy  Williams  would  not  have  survived  the  attack.  Two  off  duty  firefighters  at  the  golf 
course,  Robert  Leone  and  Anthony  Venuti  also  responded  to  the  commotion  out  on  the  golf 
course  along  with  another  resident  who  is  a  nurse  at  South  Shore  Hospital,  Kathy  Aronson. 
The  Park  Commission  hosted  a  ceremony  at  its  September  meeting  to  present  the  two 
firefighters  and  Ms.  Aronson  with  free  playing  privileges  honors  for  the  1991  golf  season. 
Further,  the  two  park  employees  who  had  received  their  CPR  training  at  a  department  hosted 
January  seminar  were  honored  with  two  days  off  with  pay  and  were  presented  with  plaques 
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honoring  their  timely  rescue  efforts  as  first  respondents  to  Deputy  Williams’  attack.  Deputy 
Williams  who  was  present  and  who  also  received  playing  privileges  from  the  park  board  for 
the  1991  golf  season  expressed  his  sincere  gratitude  to  the  people  involved  who  all 
participated  in  his  successful  rescue.  Deputy  Williams  was  seen  playing  the  facility  one  again 
during  the  Fall. 

No  report  chronicling  the  success  of  the  Braintree  Municipal  Golf  Course  would  be 
complete  without  worthy  mentioning  of  the  club’s  hired  golf  corse  professional  and 
supervisor  of  play,  Mr.  Warren  Birch  and  his  wife  Lorene.  Mr.  Birch  along  with  his  staff  have 
been  employed  at  the  golf  course  since  1981.  They  have  committed  themselves  totally 
towards  the  smooth  operation  at  the  facility  over  the  years  and  they  have  developed  many  new 
customers  at  the  golf  course  as  a  result.  Through  Warren’s  merchandising  in  his  pro  shop,  his 
popular  private  golf  lessons  and  his  kindness  extended  to  the  golfers  particularly  towards  the 
senior  citizens  and  junior  golfers  at  the  golf  course,  the  facility  has  benefitted  greatly  by  his 
meritorious  service  to  this  community  over  the  years.  Further  noteworthy  appreciation 
should  be  extended  to  the  maintenance  staff  at  the  facility  under  the  daily  leadership  of 
greenskeeper  David  Devin  and  his  fulltime  staff  of  5  1/2  men  ably  assisted  in  the  summertime 
by  six  other  college  student  laborers.  Playing  conditions  during  1990  were  indicative  of  their 
skilled  performance  of  duties. 

Finally,  the  operating  committee  extends  its  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Braintree 
Electric  Light  Department  and  its  workforce  who  again  continued  to  ably  assist  the  facility 
with  the  performance  of  several  projects  they  are  skilled  in  helping  with.  A  new  electrical 
service  was  brought  out  onto  the  golf  course  to  power  the  facility’s  new  irrigation  system 
pump  house  which  will  go  on  line  during  the  1991  golf  season.  The  Offices  of  the  Town 
Accountant  and  the  Town  Treasurer  should  also  be  praised  for  their  continued  unselfish 
support  and  cooperation  in  the  assistance  provided  for  the  continuance  of  this  enterprise 
operation.  The  golf  course  has  paid  its  own  way  for  many  years  with  zero  dollar  impact  placed 
upon  the  local  taxpayer.  Lastly,  the  Office  of  Town  Counsel  must  be  mentioned  for  their 
timely  responses  to  issues  that  required  some  legal  assistance  during  the  year.  The  park  board 
and  the  operating  committee  are  both  deeply  grateful  for  the  outstanding  cooperation 
experienced  throughout  the  community  during  the  past  year  and  look  towards  1991  as  being 
the  golf  course’s  most  prosperous  season  ever.

During  the  past  year  members  attended  various  handicap  seminars  and  conferences. 
Jonathan  Smith  witnessed  President  Bush’s  signing  of  the  Disability  Act  205 1 5  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.C. 

At  Thomas  Woolfs  suggestion  to  Mr.  Molongoski,  a  plaque  was  presented  to  the 
Briantree  High  School  in  memory  of  Michael  Daley.  It  reads  as  follows: 

IN  LOVING  MEMORY  OF  MICHAEL  L.  DALEY,  COMPUTER  LABORATORY 
ASSISTANT,  BRAINTREE  HIGH  SCHOOL,  1986-1988,  WITH  SINCERE  APPRECIA¬ 
TION  FOR  HIS  LASTING  CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  OUR  SCHOOL  AND  COMMUNITY. 
BRAINTREE  COMMISSION  FOR  THE  HANDICAPPED  AND  FRIENDS. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  town,  the  budget  was  cut  even  though  costs  have  risen 
steadily.  Tony  Floyd  was  named  associate  member  to  replace  Joe  Powers  who  withdrew  due 
to  his  busy  schedule.  Caroline  Raimondi  was  voted  unanimously  to  remain  as  Chairman  for 
anther  term.  Handicap  Commission  now  shares  office  space  with  the  Fair  Housing  Director. 
In  1992  MBTA  budget  includes  plans  to  make  green  line  100%  handicap  accessible, 
hopefully  to  be  completed  by  1993.  Various  members,  including  Thomas  Woolf,  Jr.,  John 
Rooney  and  Caroline  Raimondi  monitored  projects  throughout  Braintree,  including  South 
Shore  Plaza,  Shaw  and  Allen  Streets,  restaurants,  etc.  In  the  past  year  thank  you  notes  were 
sent  to  various  organizations  for  their  assistance  to  the  Commission.  Handicap  Awareness 
Day  was  held  June  21  at  Braintree  Town  Hall  and  this  event  was  covered  by  the  local 
newspapers.  Friends  of  the  Handicap  was  formed.  The  Commission  received  a  van  from  a 
town  resident  and  we  are  in  the  process  of  trying  to  raise  money  to  put  the  van  on  the  road. 
Work  on  the  elevator  at  Town  Hall  is  continuing  and  hopefully  will  be  completed  in  the 
coming  year.  One  of  the  aims  of  the  Commission  is  to  request  Selectmen  or  Town  Meeting 
members  to  require  that  the  Handicap  Commission  be  consulted  before  issuing  building  or 
construction  permits  to  prevent  business  from  having  to  go  back  and  change  construction  in 
order  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  law.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Braintree  Conservation  Commission  had  a  busy,  productive  and  successful  year. 
The  Commissioners  were  active  in  reviewing  wetland  projects  and  plans,  holding  public 
hearings,  performing  site  visits  and  successfully  negotiating  purchase  of  land  in  the 
Cranberry  Pond  Watershed  Protection  District,  within  an  Area  of  Critical  Environmental 
Concern. 

This  report  summarized  the  Commission’s  activities  for  protecting  and  regulating 
wetlands  and  enforcing  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  in  1990. 

The  Commission  has  reviewed,  held  public  hearings  and  issued  conditions  on  the  following:

Major  projects  acted  on  by  the  Conservation  Commission  regulating  the  Wetlands  Protection 
Act,  MGL  Chp.  131,  Sec.  40  and  Chp.  132  local  Wetland  Bylaw  include: 

1 )  Williams  Generator  Company.  A  peak  power  gas  turbine  generating  facility  at 
39  Adams  Street. 

2)  Pearl  Street  Office  Park.  A  four  story  office  building  of  276,889  SF  is  to  be  built 
at  the  Old  Sigma  Site  by  F.X.  Messina. 

3)  Middle  Street  Condo  Development,  a  phased  town  house  cluster  development 
bordering  Arnold  Meadow  across  from  the  Rt.  3  landfill. 

4)  Tedeschi  Realty  and  Grove  St.  Shopping  Center  Rehabilitation.  A  new  super 
Stop  &  Shop  will  be  built  with  improvements  made  to  parking,  landscaping  and 
drainage  in  the  Grove  Street  area. 

5)  Granite  St.  Shopping  Mall  (near  Burlington  Coat  Factory).  A  new  four  story 
office  building  is  to  be  constructed  along  with  remodeling  of  existing  stores, 
improvements  in  parking  and  landscaping. 

Projects  to  be  monitored  are: 

1)  CITGO  terminal  on  Quincy  Ave.  maintenance  plan  for  cleaning  drainage 
holding  tanks. 

2)  Leaf  composting  at  Plain  St.  Cemetery  site. 
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3)  Con-Rail  —  Right  of  way  herbicide  spraying  bordering  A.C.E.C.  land. 

4)  Ivory  Street  capped  landfill  and  test  monitoring  wells. 

5)  All  development  in  the  Town’s  Watershed  Protection  District. 

Significant  events: 

1)  Clean  Harbors  Rotary  Kiln  Incinerator 

The  construction  of  the  rotary  kiln  incinerator  in  East  Braintree  Fore  River  Basin  was  denied 
after  years  of  research  and  review.  The  State  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs,  John 
DeVillars,  determined  that  the  Clean  Harbors  site  was  unsuitable  for  a  hazardous  waste  rotary 
kiln  incinerator.  Clean  Harbors  did  not  appeal  the  decision.  Staff  prepared  and  submitted 
reports,  attended  meetings  and  presented  testimony  at  public  hearings.  The  Commission  was 
also  an  active  participant  with  Chairman  Joseph  McParland  serving  on  the  Local  Advisory 
Committee  and  with  Commissioner  Henry  Russell  giving  expert  testimony  on  ground  water 
contamination. 

2)  Land  Acquisition 

The  Commission  was  successful  in  their  negotiations  and  subsequent  purchase  by  vote  at 
Town  Meeting  of  three  parcels  of  land,  two  off  Eutaw  Ave.  formerly  owned  by  Ralph  Cox 
and  the  other  off  Liberty  St.  formerly  owned  by  Richard  Sands.  Both  parcels  are  excellent  for 
open  space  and  watershed  protection  and  are  located  in  the  Town’s  A.C.E.C.,  Area  of  Critical 
Environmental  Concern  District. 

3)  The  Algonquin  Gas  2.2  mile  pipeline  was  completed  with  successful  crossings 
at  Smelt  Brook  and  Monatiquot  River  at  Shaw  Street  Bridge. 

4)  Pearl  Street  Shopping  Center  will  finally  be  built.  All  permits  have  been 
obtained.  The  Commissioners  adopted  the  plans  from  Daylor  Consultant  Group  for  River 
Rehabilitation  and  accepted  and  incorporated  as  part  of  their  Order  of  Conditions  the  State’s 
Superseding  Order  and  the  Army  Corps  Permit.  F.X.  Messina  Enterprises  will  be  starting 
work  early  in  1991.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BRAINTREE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  which  summarizes  its 
activities  for  1990. 

For  the  Planning  Board,  1990  was  a  year  which  saw  both  Planning  Board  and  staff 
changes.  Phyllis  Field  joined  the  Planning  Board  with  her  election  in  April  of  1990  and  the 
Planning  Board  concluded  the  year  with  the  retirement  of  Lucy  Hession,  the  Board’s 
Principal  Clerk.  The  year  also  ended  with  the  addition  of  Linda  Raiss  as  Ms.  Hession’s 
replacement. 

The  Board  also  undertook  a  number  of  significant  activities. 

These  include: 

Clean  Harbors 

The  Planning  Board  was  an  active  participant  in  the  siting  process  for  the  proposed 
Clean  Harbors  Rotary  Kiln  Incinerator.  The  Board,  through  its  representative,  participated 
in  the  Local  Advisory  Committee.  In  addition,  the  Board  and/or  its  staff  submitted  reports  and 
made  presentations  at  public  hearings  in  opposition  to  the  Rotary  Kiln  Incinerator. 

Old  Colony/MBTA 

The  Board  continued  to  monitor  the  MBTA’s  proposed  restoration  of  commuter 
services  on  the  Old  Colony  Rail  Line.  The  Board  reviewed  in  detail  MBTA’s  Draft 
Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  for  the  project  and  it  submitted  extensive  comments  on 
the  EIR. 

Edgar  II 

The  Board  closely  reviewed  and  commented  on  Boston  Edison  ’  s  proposed  power  plant 
to  be  located  in  Weymouth.  The  Board  contracted  with  an  air  quality  consultant  to  review  and 
comment  on  the  air  quality  components  of  Boston  Edison’s  Draft  Environmental  Impact 
Report.  The  Board’s  concerns  along  with  the  consultant’s  comments  were  submitted  for 
consideration  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs. 

South  Shore  Plaza  Expansion 

The  Board  began  preparing  for  the  proposed  expansion  of  South  Shore  Plaza. 
Activities  during  the  1 990  included  meetings  with  representatives  from  South  Shore  Plaza 
to  identify  areas  of  concern  and  participating  in  the  MEPA  “scoping”  session  which  will 
define  the  contents  of  the  Environmental  Impact  Statements  to  be  prepared  on  the  expansion. 
The  Board  anticipates  that  the  Plaza  expansion  as  a  major  activity  will  continue  through  1 992. 

Zoning 

Throughout  1990  the  Board  worked  to  improve  the  Town’s  Zoning  Bylaw.  The  Board 
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submitted  seven  (7)  zoning  amendments  which  were  approved  at  Town  Meeting.  The  zoning 
amendments  addressed  such  issues  as  the  regulation  of  commercial  day  care,  the  regulation 
of  traffic  impacts  created  by  development  and  the  prohibition  of  hazardous  waste  facilities 
within  the  town. 

In  addition  to  the  zoning  amendments,  the  Board  appointed  a  zoning  sub-committee 
to  review  the  Braintree  Zoning  Bylaw  and  to  make  recommendations  as  to  how  to  improve 
on  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 

Inter-Board  Relations 

The  Board  has  continued  its  efforts  of  prior  years  to  improve  communication  and 
coordination  between  the  Town’s  Boards  and  Agencies.  To  that  end  the  Planning  Board  has 
been  working  with  the  Board  of  Assessors  on  improving  coordination  between  the  two 
Boards  by  taking  the  following  steps: 

1)  Amending  the  Planning  Board’s  application  forms  by  requesting  information  on 
total  project  cost; 

2)  Forwarding  copies  of  all  new  applications  to  the  Board  of  Assessors  so  that  they 
can  be  kept  apprised  of  potential  development; 

3)  Requiring  as  a  condition  for  approval  that  all  taxes  are  current  for  project  or 
property  under  review.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


The  Braintree  Housing  Authority  currently  owns  or  subsidizes  5 1 5  housing  units  in  the 
Town  of  Braintree,  consisting  of: 

Elderly  Housing.  State-aided.  58  units  plus  a  community  building  and  the  offices  of 
the  Braintree  Housing  Authority,  25  Roosevelt  Street,  Braintree  Highlands,  called  Highlands 
Green.  The  requirements  for  admission  to  Housing  for  the  Elderly  are  that  applicants  be  at 
least  62  years  of  age,  have  an  annual  income  of  not  more  than  $  1 9,992  for  one  person,  $22,848 
for  a  couple,  and  assets  of  no  more  than  $15,000. 

Elderly  Housing.  State-aided.  104  units  plus  a  community  building  on  Heritage  Lane 
in  East  Braintree.  This  site  was  dedicated  in  October  of  1989  as  the  William  F.  McRae 
Housing  for  the  Elderly  in  memory  of  long-time  Board  Member,  William  F.  McRae  who 
passed  away. 

Congregate  Housing.  State-aided.  19  units  in  one  large  home  at  Highlands  Green. 
Common  areas  encourage  an  atmosphere  of  companionship  and  social  interaction  for  frail 
elders.  Support  services  are  provided  on  an  as-needed  basis.  Eligibility  requirements  are  the 
same  as  conventional  housing. 

Rental  Assistance  Program.  State-aided.  209  subsidized  units  for  low  income  elderly 
and  families:  60  units  subsidized  at  Monatiquot  Village,  24  units  subsidized  at  Skyline  Drive 
Apartments,  8 1  units  subsidized  at  Monatiquot  Village,  24  units  subsidized  at  Independence 
Manor,  and  44  units  subsidized  in  the  private  housing  market  at  large.  Of  the  44  units,  7  are 
for  the  homeless  mentally  ill. 

Scattered  Family  Housing.  State-aided.  The  Braintree  Housing  Authority  owns  three 
single-family  and  two,  two-family  homes  for  the  larger  low-income  families  at  scattered 
sites,  a  total  of  7  units.  The  income  limits  for  admission  and  continued  occupancy  are  the  same 
as  for  the  Rental  Assistance  Program.  Tenants  in  these  units  pay  their  own  utility  bills,  are 
responsible  for  routine  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  properties,  and  pay  a  percentage  of  their 
income  for  rent  to  the  Authority. 

Section  8  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Program.  Federally  aided.  1 10  units  at 
scattered  sites  in  the  private  housing  market.  The  annual  income  limits  for  admission  to  this 
program  range  from  $  1 6,550  for  one  person  to  $25,550  for  five  persons,  and  there  is  no  asset 
limitation  for  eligibility.  Persons  to  whom  Certificates  of  Eligibility  are  issued,  seek  suitable 
housing  accommodations  in  existing  rental  units.  The  maximum  permissible  rents,  including 
all  utilities,  as  published  in  the  Federal  Register,  are  $739  for  a  one-bedroom  unit,  $869  for 
a  two-bedroom  unit,  and  $1,087  for  a  three  bedroom  unit. 
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Housing  for  the  Handicapped.  State-aided.  9  units.  The  Authority  owns  a  large 
single-family  dwelling  in  Braintree  which  is  used  as  a  Community  Residence  for  the  mentally 
retarded  and  staff.  There  are  8  full-time  residents.  Human  Service  Option,  Incorporated, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Health,  leases  the  property  for  the  program, 
provides  qualified  house  managers,  and  vocational  training  for  the  retarded  clients,  as  well 
as  training  in  independent  living  skills.  The  remaining  unit  is  a  Respite  Care  Room  for 
periodic  use.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
BRAINTREE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  Council  on  Aging  Office  and  Senior  Citizen  Multi-Purpose  Center  operate  with 
the  COA  Board  consisting  of  1 1  members  and  associates.  Each  member  of  the  COA  has 
volunteered  to  perform  tasks  such  as  management,  treasurer,  bus  trips,  shopping  bus,  blood 
pressure  clinic,  ways  and  means,  legislative  committee  and  oversee  and  drive  the  vans. 

The  personnel  consists  of  a  full-time  Services  Coordinator,  one  full-time  Outreach 
Worker,  a  full-time  Custodian  and  a  part-time  Clerical  Worker.  Under  the  Executive  Office 
of  Elder  Affairs  grant,  the  COA  has  two  Senior  Aides,  a  part-time  Van  Driver  and  a  part-time 
Outreach  Worker.  Because  of  financial  cut-backs  in  grants,  we  have  lost  the  position  of  Home 
Assistance  Specialist,  which  provided  short-term  in-home  service  to  at-risk  elderly  clients. 

The  Friends  of  the  Council  on  Aging  administers  a  Social  Day  Care  Program  with  a 
Director  and  three  assistants  (one  Senior  Aide)  for  the  Alzheimers  and  Related  Disorder 
people  which  is  held  three  days  per  week.  This  program  is  under  the  direction  of  the  EOEA. 
This  is  the  sixth  year  we  have  had  this  program. 

The  Council  has  established  a  Traveling  Meals  program  which  delivers  meals  to  the 
homes  of  people  who  are  in  need  of  this  service.  Traveling  Meals  has  opened  the  dining  room 
for  a  full  meal  to  the  senior  citizens  at  noon  time.  This  program  is  administered  by  a  volunteer 
with  one  part-time  aide  and  volunteers  that  deliver.  This  is  a  private  non-profit  service  and 
has  provided  over  600  meals  per  month. 

Transportation  remains  one  of  the  major  needs  of  Braintree’s  elderly.  This  past  year, 
we  utilized  the  mini  van  in  addition  to  the  Rotary  wheelchair  van  to  provide  considerable 
medical  transportation  for  the  elderly.  We  average  over  400  trips  per  month. 

Some  of  our  activities  for  the  past  year  are  Home  Assistance  Specialist,  which  pro¬ 
vided  in  home  services  for  hospital  discharge  patients  and  short  term  emergencies.  This 
position  has  been  cut.  Outreach  and  Advocacy:  Performs  home  visits  to  assist  elderly  to 
obtain  benefits  and/or  supportive  services  and  provides  any  other  services  or  referrals 
needed.  Services  Coordination  provides  general  information  and  referral,  referrals  for 
home  care.  Directory  of  Services  brochure,  monthly  newsletter,  health  services,  housing 
assistance,  property  tax  and  income  tax  assistance,  commodity  foods  distribution,  recreation, 
arts  and  crafts  day  trips,  cards,  dancing,  exercise  and  community  education  programs.  The 
office  averages  over  1 ,400  phone  calls  per  month. 

The  serious  cutbacks  in  funding  at  the  Federal,  State  and  local  levels  have  reduced  or 
eliminated  South  Shore  Services  programs  and  other  health  and  benefit  programs  and 
necessitated  the  elderly  and  their  families  to  be  more  dependent  on  the  Council  on  Aging.  The 
Councils  on  Aging  have  proven  to  be  the  most  cost  effective  component  in  the  elderly 
network  and  we  anticipate  continued  increase  in  the  need  for  direct  and  supportive  services. 
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We  would  like  to  express  appreciation  to  the  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department  for 
providing  a  5%  discount  for  senior  citizens.  This  will  be  very  helpful  in  the  coming  year. 

To  the  many  local  organizations,  individuals  and  Town  officials  that  have  demon¬ 
strated  their  concern,  interest  and  encouragement,  we  express  our  gratitude  and  hope  for  your 
continued  support  in  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS’  SERVICES 


The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  assists  eligible  veterans,  their  dependents  and 
survivors  as  provided  for  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  1 15  as  amended.  In 
addition,  this  department  provides  administrative  maintenance  and  liaison  services  for 
federal  benefits  to  veterans  through  the  Veterans  Administration  on  claims  award  and  other 
services  for  eligible  veterans  and  their  dependents. 

CHAPTER  115  VETERANS’  BENEFITS 

During  calendar  year  1990,  67  families  were  assisted  by  benefits  from  the  Town  of 
Braintree  by  direct  financial  aid  including  unemployment  benefits,  payment  of  medical  and 
fuel  bills,  assistance  in  filing  for  eligible  tax  abatements. 

A  total  of  $106,162.99  was  expended  by  the  Veterans’  Services  Department  for 
veterans’  benefits  and  administrative  cost  for  Fiscal  Year  1990.  The  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  will  reimburse  the  Town  of  Braintree  approximately  $34,940.73  minus  their 
share  on  recoveries  as  a  result  of  legal  assignments  and  liens  of  $1,651.75. 

All  employable  recipients  of  veterans’  benefits  make  personal  bi-weekly  reports 
regarding  their  job-hunting  efforts  to  the  Director  of  Veterans’  Services.  In  addition,  field 
visits  to  recipients  are  made  by  the  Director  of  Veterans’  Services.  Periodic  investigations  are 
made  by  state  investigators  to  recipients  and  to  the  Veterans’  Service  office  to  audit  the 
records  to  insure  eligibility  and  compliance  with  program  rules. 

Full  advantage  was  taken  in  all  known  cases  of  eligibility  of  Federal,  State  and  private 
programs  including  Veterans  Administration  disability  awards;  non-service  connected 
pension  awards  for  veterans,  widows  and  other  dependents;  Social  Security  and  Social 
Security  Disability;  Supplemental  Security  Income;  community  action  programs  and  other 
programs  to  reduce  the  cost  of  veterans’  benefits  paid  by  the  town  to  the  lowest  possible  level 
with  the  consideration  of  the  veteran’s  welfare  being  our  top  priority. 

VETERANS’  ADMINISTRATION 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  continues  to  perform  administrative  mainte¬ 
nance  and  liaison  services  on  claims  and  awards  involving  well  in  excess  of  three  million 
dollars  received  by  Braintree  residents  from  the  Veterans  Administration  on  an  annual  basis. 
This  requires  constant  review  of  Veterans  Administration  program  eligibility  rules  and  other 
changes  and  the  procurement  and  maintenance  of  VA  forms  in  order  to  service  all  types  of 
claims  for  veterans  and  dependents  in  an  efficient  manner.  This  service  includes  new  claims; 
maintenance  information  such  as  change  in  family  status,  income  statements,  disability 
status;  and  many  other  types  of  service. 

In  addition  to  maintenance,  we  have  assisted  in  the  preparation  and  submission  of  an 
estimated  76  claims  or  renewals  on  behalf  of  veterans  or  dependents  in  the  Town  of  Braintree

for  disability,  pensions,  burial  expenses,  education  benefits  and  assistance  in  VA  hospital 
admissions. 


OTHER  SERVICES  RENDERED  IN  1990 

Transportation  in  emergency  and  other  essential  cases  to  hospitals  and  other  health  care 
facilities;  counseling  and  reference  for  SS,  SSI  and  welfare  cases;  certification  for  real  estate 
abatements;  and  to  assist  our  military  retirees  with  problems  they  may  have  with  the  military 
on  retirement,  health  and  survivor’s  benefit  programs.

REPORT  OF  THE 

DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS’  SERVICES 
GRAVES  REGISTRATION 


All  veterans’  graves  in  cemeteries  located  in  Braintree  are  properly  cared  for  the  by 
Graves  Registration  Office,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  in  compliance  with  Chapter  1 14, 
Section  46A  and  Chapter  1 15  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Upon  the  death  of  a  veteran,  the  funeral  director  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts  is  required 
to  file  an  affidavit  with  the  city  or  town  wherein  the  burial  took  place  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  604,  Acts  of  1949  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Prior  to  Memorial  Day  each  year  a  flag  is  placed  on  the  grave  of  deceased  veterans 
buried  within  the  town  and  approximately  3,714  graves  were  decorated  in  1990.  The 
Veterans’  Services  office  is  grateful  to  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Post  1 702,  the  Disabled 
American  Veterans  Chapter  29  and  the  American  Legion  Post  86  for  their  assistance  each 
year  in  decorating  the  veterans’  graves.  We  are  also  grateful  for  the  assistance  of  Gene  Walsh, 
Superintendent  of  Braintree  Cemeteries;  representatives  of  the  Blue  Hill  Cemetery;  and  the 
staff  of  the  Braintree  Alternative  Center  for  their  help  in  this  program. 

Application  for  U  S  Government  grave  markers  can  be  obtained  at  the  Veterans’ 
Services  office  in  the  Town  Hall.  These  markers  are  furnished  free  of  charge  by  the  Veterans 
Administration  to  qualified  deceased  veterans.  The  installation  of  the  markers  is  governed  by 
the  regulations  of  the  cemetery  involved.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 
THAYER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


During  the  350th  Anniversary  of  our  Town,  the  Thayer  Public  Library  witnessed  its 
1 16th  year  of  service,  which  included  the  20th  birthday  of  the  Friday  story  hour  at  the  Watson 
Park  Branch. 

In  recognition,  an  open  house  was  held  at  the  main  library  on  May  6,  1990  celebrate 
Braintree’s  “350th”.  This  event  honored  the  past  and  heralded  the  future  by  the  introduction 
of  “PAC”  (Public  Access  Catalog)  which  enables  patrons  to  perform  rapid  computerized 
searches  of  over  one  million  volumes  of  the  Old  Colony  Library  Network.  Another  highlight 
of  the  open  house  was  the  honoring  of  babies  born  in  Braintree  during  the  350th  year  by 
dedicating  a  book  bearing  each  child’s  name  and  birth  date,  as  well  as  the  issuance  of  an 
honorary  library  card.  Names  of  these  babies  will  also  be  placed  on  a  special  plaque  that  will 
be  on  permanent  display  at  the  main  library. 

Children’s  services  at  the  main  library  were  also  highlighted  by  191  preschool 
storyhours,  107  class  visits  and  a  summer  reading  club  of  109  youngsters  who  read  over  2,026 
books.  In  fact,  the  heightened  emphasis  on  services  and  programming  for  children  (begun  in 
1988)  resulted  in  an  FY’ 90  juvenile  circulation  of  59,070  —  almost  4,000  more  items  than 
were  circulated  in  FY’89  or  14,398  more  items  than  in  FY’88.  Furthermore,  in  FY’90  the 
main  library  children’s  department  featured  an  array  of  story  telling  programs,  such  as 
Sleepytime  Storytime  (for  children  two  years+),  Toddler  Storytime  (for  children  eighteen 
months+)  and  Afternoon  Storytime  (for  older  children).  Field  trips  and  the  Children’s 
Museum  Family  Pass  —  both  sponsored  by  The  Friends  of  Thayer  Public  Libraries,  Inc. — 
and  the  New  England  Aquarium  Family  Pass  were  highly  popular  throughout  the  year,  many 
special  programs,  featuring  professional  performers,  were  made  possible  by  the  Library 
Trustees  and  by  a  grant  from  the  Arts  Lottery  of  Braintree. 

Adults  at  the  main  library  also  enjoyed  professionally-performed  or  conducted 
programs,  such  as  “Teddy  Roosevelt:  Mind,  Body,  and  Spirit”  by  teacher-actor  Ted 
Zalewski;  “Rise  of  the  Ironclads”  by  George  F.  Amadon;  “Scollay  Square  and  the  Old 
Howard”  by  David  S.  Kruth;  “The  Crafts  and  Skills  of  Mystery  Writing”  by  Susan  Kelly; 
“Taking  the  Pulse  of  the  Family”  by  Dr.  Margaret  DiCano;  “Understanding  Learning 
Disability”  by  Dr.  Norine  G.  Johnson;  and,  “Switzerland,  As  I  Saw  It”  by  Everett  G. 
Downing.  Programs  for  adults  and  young  adults  at  the  main  library  were  not  limited  to  in- 
house;  for,  on  April  4, 1990  The  Friends  of  the  Thayer  Public  Libraries,  Inc.  sponsored  a  bus 
trip  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  to  view  “Monet  in  the  ‘90’ s:  the  Series  Paintings.” 

Besides  myraid  programs,  the  main  library  adult  and  reference  departments  furnished 
family  passes  to  the  Museum  of  Science,  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  the  New  England 
Aquarium.  Additionally,  the  reference  department  provided  specialized  business  resources 
from  Banker  &  Tradesman  and  Barron’s  National  Business  Financial  Weekly  through 
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Words  of  Wall  Street.  “Ready  Reference”  collections  contained  the  latest  reports  of  local 
interest  —  from  environmental  impact  reports  through  affirmative  action  studies.  In  short, 
a  wide  range  of  services  continued  to  be  offered  at  the  main  library  and  its  branches. 

In  response  to  concerns  of  South  Braintree  patrons,  the  Library  Trustees  approved  a 
plan  of  the  Library  Director  to  continue  at  least  one  open  day  for  the  Highlands  Branch.  Thus, 
this  modernized  Greek-revival  facility  received  a  reprieve  to  continue  to  provide  specialized 
materials  to  neighborhood  residents  —  including  on  level  wheelchair  access  to  all  primary 
collections,  which  totalled  12,340  books  and  263  audio  cassettes.  Although  only  open 
extremely  limited  hours,  the  Highlands  Branch  attained  an  FY'90  circulation  of  17,935 
items,  which  was  an  increase  of  861  items  above  FY  ’89. 

At  the  Watson  Park  Branch,  FY’90  children’s  circulation  increased  by  2,120  items 
above  the  FY’89  level  of  1 1,320;  and,  despite  a  reduction  in  open  hours  due  to  budgetary 
limitations,  the  Friday  morning  storyhour  was  continued.  In  fact,  this  long-popular  weekly 
event  attained  20  years  in  FY’90,  with  its  volunteers  Louise  Stokes,  Ethel  Spano  and  Claire 
Feeney  having  missed  virtually  no  sessions. 

In  conclusion,  creative  management  within  budgetary  guidelines  in  FY’90  resulted  in 
provision  of  a  comprehensive  range  of  services  and  programs  from  all  facilities  of  the  Thayer 
Public  Library  System  —  including  continuance  of  Highlands  Branch  operations.  Further, 
improvement  of  all  buildings  occurred  through  the  installation  of  upgraded  security  systems 
at  the  two  branches  and  the  main  library;  installation  of  roof  guards  at  the  latter  facility; 
reroofing  and  construction  of  a  weatherlock  entrance  at  the  Highlands  Branch;  and, 
installation  of  carpeting  in  the  auditorium  at  the  Watson  Park  Branch,  as  well  as  air 
conditioning  for  this  heavily-used  childrens  program  and  adult  meeting  room  in  East 
Braintree.  Additionally,  emergency  replacement  of  the  main  library’s  boiler  was  affected. 

Moreover,  a  professional  study  was  completed  concerning  improvement  of  the  main 
library  circa  1953  building;  and,  automation  of  library  services  continued  in  full  force  with 
the  implementation  of  Public  Access  Catalogs  and  the  revision  and  updating  of  Braintree’s 
database  in  pursuit  of  online  circulation.  In  fact,  the  automated  system  will  be  used  for  precise 
identification  of  borrowing  needs,  which  together  with  a  planned  Town-wide  survey  will  be 
used  to  pursue  the  quest  for  greater  enhancement  of  public  library  services.

The  School  Committee  submits  its  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Braintree  for  the  year 

1990. 


At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  School  Committee,  held  on  April  9,  1990,  the  following 
officers  were  elected: 


Chairman  —  Daniel  J.  Candura 
Vice  Chairman  —  Janice  Amorosino 
Recording  Secretary  —  Diane  M.  Williams 

Serving  with  them  were  Paul  Agnew,  Patricia  Burke,  Joan  Compton,  and  Joseph  F. 
Powers. 

Student  Representatives;  As  in  the  past,  five  (5)  Braintree  High  School  students  were 
elected  to  serve  as  student  representatives  to  the  School  Committee,  namely:  Brienn  Agnew, 
John  Burke,  Christine  Galvin,  Brendan  Sheehan,  and  Jessica  Wright. 

The  School  Committee  appreciates  and  values  the  contributions  which  these  student 
representatives  bring  to  discussions  pertaining  to  matters  of  mutual  interest  and  concern. 

School  Committee  Meetings:  In  1990,  twenty-three  (23)  official  meetings  were 
conducted.  In  addition,  numerous  other  subcommittee  meetings  were  held. 

Town  Water  Conservation  Committee:  Mr.  Paul  Agnew,  serves  as  School  Com¬ 
mittee  representative.  Each  year  students  in  science  classes  discuss  the  water  resources  of  the 
Town  of  Braintree  and  practical  methods  of  conserving  this  valuable  resource  using  data  and 
curriculum  materials  provided  by  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission.  This  water  conservation 
program  for  all  public  school  students  is  a  collaborative  effort  of  the  Town  Water  and  Sewer 
Conservation  Committee  and  the  Braintree  Public  Schools. 

Increment  Committee:  Mrs.  Joan  Compton  serves  as  School  Committee  representa¬ 
tive.  The  Increment  Committee  determines  whether  the  courses  taken  by  teachers  can  earn 
'  credit  towards  the  teachers’  professional  advancement. 

Negotiation  Committees:  1990  is  the  second  year  in  the  three-year  contracts  which 
were  negotiated  with  members  of  our  professional  and  support  staffs.

Fiscal  Year  1990  School  Budget 

In  May  190,  Town  Meeting  approved  a  School  Budget  for  the  1991  fiscal  year  in  the 
amount  of  $21,060,969  which  was  an  increase  of  1%.  This  budget  included  the  negotiated 
salary  increases  for  all  eligible  staff  of  5.5%  to  5.8%.  A  reduction  in  staff  resulting  from  a 
declining  enrollment  lessened  to  some  extent  the  effect  of  these  salary  increases.  Other 
reductions  took  place  by  cutting  textbook,  instructional  and  supply  accounts,  and  line  items 
for  building  repairs,  replacement  of  equipment  and  new  equipment  purchases. 

In  October  1990,  all  Town  Departments  were  requested  by  the  Finance  Committee  to 
decrease  their  FY  1991  budgets  by  1%.  The  School  Department  budget  was  further  reduced 
by  $55,800  to  meet  the  present  fiscal  crisis. 

In  1990,  the  Braintree  School  Committee  considered  many  other  matters  which  are 
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described  in  the  official  minutes  of  the  School  Committee  meetings.  Because  of  space 
constraints  this  Annual  Report  for  1990  provides  information  on  only  a  few  matters  of  major 
concern  and  mutual  interest. 

The  School  Committee  is  most  appreciative  of  the  Town  Meeting  support  to  public 
education.

BRAINTREE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 
ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


This  is  the  fourteenth  and  final  annual  report  by  the  present  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
The  fiscal  crisis  which  besets  local  and  state  governments  now  is  clearly  the  effect  of  a 
national  recession.  New  England,  according  to  economic  reports,  is  the  hardest  hit  and  the 
worst  is  yet  to  come.  The  School  Department  was  about  to  start  the  1 990-9 1  school  year  when 
it  had  to  cut  an  additional  fifty-five  thousand  dollars  ($55,000),  as  the  town  downsized  all 
budgets  in  response  to  another  late  cut  in  local  aid  from  the  Commonwealth.  The  net  result 
of  all  the  reductions  was  a  final  budget  total  which  was  just  one  percent  over  the  previous  year. 

The  outlook  for  FY  1992  is  not  good,  and  the  School  Department  and  the  citizens  of 
Braintree  will  be  faced  with  the  most  difficult  decisions  if  the  school  budget  is  not  allowed 
to  keep  pace  with  inflation  of  6%  and  negotiated  salary  increases.  Despite  cutbacks  in  all  areas 
of  the  budget,  the  administrators,  teachers,  and  support  staff  in  all  positions  continue  to  be 
creative  in  order  to  maintain  quality  educational  programs  for  the  children  and  young  people 
in  our  schools. 


The  Purpose  of  Computer  Education,  Grades  K-8 

The  schools  must  prepare  students  for  the  computer-rich  society  in  which  they  live  by 
helping  them  become  computer  literate.  The  focus  should  be  on  the  computer’s  potential  as 
a  computing  and  information-processing  tool  and  a  means  of  creative  development  as  well 
as  on  the  social,  ethical,  and  legal  implications  of  its  use.  The  students  must  be  made  aware 
of  the  computer  as  a  tool  or  instrument  to  facilitate  learning.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  task, 
the  schools  must  offer  computer  experiences  which  allow  the  students  to  control  the 
environment.  This  means  that  the  students  should  be  able  to: 

1 .  Instruct  the  computer  to  perform  specific  operations. 

2.  Use  the  computer  to  develop  the  skills  necessary  to  access,  to  retrieve,  and  to 
manipulate  information. 

3.  Use  the  computer  and  related  software  to  communicate  and  compute. 

4.  Gain  an  awareness  of  the  development,  applications,  limitations,  and  implication 
of  computers. 

This  education  in  the  technologies-as-a-resource  should  begin  with  the  earliest  formal 
education,  keeping  in  mind  the  developmental  stage  of  the  child  and  presenting  appropriate 
educational  experiences  that  have  interdisciplinary  applications.  Computer  instruction 
should  be  an  organized,  sequential  program  addressing  the  educational  needs  of  students  at 
each  level.  The  rate  of  acquisition  of  skills  will  take  place  along  a  continuum  appropriate  to 
the  learner’s  ability  and  educational  needs.  A  carefully  planned  curriculum  is  necessary  to 
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ensure  the  development  of  computer  literacy  and  success  at  each  level,  with  a  measured 
growth  in  abilities. 

Emphasis  must  be  placed  on  the  fact  that  computer  instruction  is  not  limited  to  one 
curricular  area.  The  nature  of  computer  application  is  interdisciplinary.  Computer  instruction 
should  not  be  a  separate  entity  but  related  to  and  supportive  of  the  existing  curriculum. 

By  means  of  a  combination  of  federal  grants,  school  budget  allocations,  and  staff 
ingenuity,  each  of  the  six  elementary  schools  has  a  networked  computer  laboratory  and  a  part- 
time  paraprofessional.  An  excellent  program  has  been  developed  and  administrators  and 
teachers  are  gradually  integrating  the  use  of  this  important  technological  development  into 
the  curriculum. 


System  wide  Status  and  Curriculum  Needs 
Assessment  for  Computer  Education 

Elementary  Schools: 

All  schools  now  have  a  network  of  at  least  twelve  IBM  compatible  microcomputers  and 
one  or  two  printers.  In  addition,  nearly  every  classroom  has  an  Apple  or  an  Apple  compatible 
microcomputer,  many  of  which  are  old  and  should  be  replaced  with  IBM  compatibles. 

The  computer  labs  are  already  being  used  to  their  limit.  The  accompanying  document, 
outlining  our  objectives,  gives  an  excellent  picture  of  the  extent  to  which  the  labs  are  being 
used.  We  are  only  able  to  schedule  some  grade  levels  one  period  per  week  of  lab  use  and,  in 
most  cases,  we  cannot  schedule  grade  one  for  any  lab  use.  We  would  like  to  take  advantage 
of  the  labs  to  provide  more  training  in  keyboarding  but  time  constraints  make  that  impossible. 
Expansion  of  the  labs  to  twenty-four  work  stations  would  certainly  be  worth  considering. 

Middle  School  Computer  Education  Program: 

South  and  East  Middle  Schools  have  networks  of  sixteen  IBM  compatible  microcom¬ 
puters  with  two  printers  apiece.  The  focus  of  computer  usage  has  been  language  arts, 
primarily  writing.  A  Computer  Literacy  Program  is  in  place  at  South,  and  extensive  use  in 
the  area  of  science  is  taking  place  at  East.  We  will  implement  our  sixth-grade  Computer 
Literacy  Program,  based  on  Logo,  second  semester  this  year.  Each  school  also  has  a  sixteen- 
station  TRS  80  network  being  used  by  the  math  departments.  South  has  an  additional  sixteen 
station  TRS  80  network  for  the  science  department’s  use  and  a  new  twenty-four  station  IBM 
network  donated  by  IBM.  The  new  network  will  be  for  interdisciplinary  use.  The  Media 
Center  at  South  has  one  computer,  and  the  Media  Center  at  East  has  four  computers.  Both 
schools’  Guidance  Departments  have  one  computer.  The  Chapter  I  Program  at  East  has  two 
TRS  80  microcomputer  disk  systems  and  the  special  needs  teachers  at  both  schools  have 
Apples. 

High  School  Computers: 

Room  A 304  —  1 6  workstation  TRS  80  microcomputers  network  with  one  printer  used 
o  teach  word  processing. 
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Business  Department: 

Room  A302  —  24-station  network  with  one  printer  for  computer  usage  courses, 
computer  accounting,  basic  programming  and  cobol. 

Room  A343  —  16-station  network  and  8-station  network  with  3  printers  used  for 
teaching  WordPerfect  and  Lotus.  This  laboratory  is  also  used  by  the  Math  Department. 

Math  Department: 

Room  A328  —  32  workstations  and  4  printers  on  two,  16-station  networks  used  for 
teaching  Lotus  (computer  users)  and  honors  computer  science. 

MC  -  6A  —  network  of  19  workstations  and  2  printers  used  for  teaching  honors 
computer  science,  AP  computer  science,  problem  solving  computer  science  ad  the  geometric 
supposer. 

MC  -  6  —  15  stand  alone  Apple  compatible  and/or  Apple  microcomputers  used  for 
teaching  the  geometric  supposer  and  used  by  other  departments  for  general  computer 
applications.  The  computers  desperately  need  to  be  replaced.  Some  are  as  much  as  twelve 
years  old  and  are  highly  maintenance  intensive. 

Science  Department: 

Rooms  A347,A333,  B214 — 25  Apple  compatible  and/or  Apple  microcomputers  used 
for  physics,  chemistry  and  biology  experiments,  and  for  simulations. 

English  Department: 

Rooms  C301,  C302  —  2  writing  labs  of  25  workstations  and  6  printers  each. 

Industrial  Arts: 

Romom  E2 1 7  —  12  hard  drive  AT  microcomputers,  2  plotters,  2  printers  used  to  teach 
AutoCad.

In  summary,  the  school  system  has  520  microcomputers  in  use  along  with  1 04  printers. 

We  also  have  12  online  terminals  and  6  printers  dedicated  to  administrative  use.  In 
addition,  many  other  peripheral  devices  such  as  hard  drives,  monitors,  keyboards,  digitizers 
(mouse  devices  and  plotters)  and  specialized  interface  cards  are  in  use. 

We  now  have  a  solid  foundation  of  both  hardware  and  software  for  our  K-12 
curriculum. 

Our  primary  needs  are: 

1 .  to  augment  the  elementary  facilities  to  provide  more  hands-on  experience  at  the 
lower  grades. 

2.  to  increase  the  size  of  the  East  and  South  Middle  Schools’  16  station  labs  to  24 
stations  to  better  accommodate  entire  classes. 

3.  to  make  the  offerings  and  availability  of  computer  usage  more  equitable  at  the 
two  middle  schools. 

4.  to  replace  the  antiquated  Apple  computers  at  the  high  school  Media  Center  with 
state-of-the-art  equipment. 

5.  to  provide  for  more  preventive  maintenance  given  the  amount  of  equipment  that 
we  have  and  the  extent  to  which  it  is  used. 

6.  better  electric  service  and  surge  protection  for  many  of  our  labs’  computers  is 
highly  desirable. 

The  K-12  Art  Program 

In  an  age  when  most  young  people  are  passive  recipients  of  the  visual  message  of 
television,  the  Art  Department  continues  to  engage  children  to  energize  them,  and  to  make 
them  into  active  participants  in  this  visual  era. 

The  art  teachers  enlist  our  pupils  at  every  level  in  an  examination  of  the  visual  explosion 
and  give  them  the  skills,  not  merely  to  reproduce  it,  but  to  critique  the  mad  array  of  visual 
images  around  them.  The  teachers  lay  foundations  and  guide  the  steps  to  the  goals  of  art 
education,  many  of  which  are  included  in  the  following  summary: 

—  The  Art  Department  displayed  the  work  of  its  K- 12  youngsters  at  the  South  Shore 
Plaza.  This  exhibit  shows  developmental  growth  through  visual  art  in  a  sequential  way.  Fifth-

graders  from  the  Monatiquot  and  Morrison  School  demonstrated  art  activities  during  one 
school  day. 

—  Elementary,  middle,  and  high  school  art  work  was  exhibited  at  the  administration 
building. 

—  Students  in  all  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  participated  in  a  safety  poster  contest 
sponsored  by  the  Braintree  Police  Department  Safety  Program  and  the  Quincy  Cooperative 
Bank. 

—  Secondary  students  participated  in  the  Globe  Scholastic  Art  Exhibition  where  they 
won  five  Gold  Keys  and  five  Honorable  Mentions.  Three  art  works  were  sent  to  New  York 
for  the  national  competition. 

—  Students  from  the  middle  and  high  schools  participated  in  the  Patriot  Ledger  Art 
Awards.  Braintree  led  the  South  Shore  communities  with  thirteen  students  winning  fourteen 
prizes.  Four  students  won  monetary  first  prizes,  two  students  won  monetary  second  prizes 
and  eight  won  Certificates  of  Merit. 

—  Student  art  work  from  all  levels  was  displayed  at  this  year’s  conference  of  School 
Superintendents  and  School  Committees  in  Hyannis. 

—  Ten  high  school  students  submitted  photographs  depicting  children  which  were 
exhibited  at  the  State  House  for  the  Children’s  Advocacy  Program. 

Two  high  school  juniors  were  selected  by  regional  committees  to  attend  the  Third 
Annual  Art  All  State  Festival  in  Worcester. 

Representatives  from  eight  art  schools  and  colleges  visited  the  high  school  Art 
Department  to  introduce  their  programs  and  discuss  careers  in  art.  Nine  of  our  seniors  are 
going  on  to  art  schools;  among  them,  two  to  Parson’s  School  of  Design  and  two  to  Mass. 
College  of  Art. 

—  High  School  Publications  class  students  produced,  with  desk  top  publishing, 
Braintree’s  350th  Commemorative  magazine. 

—  High  school  art  classes  visited  the  Monet  exhibit  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
through  a  Braintree  Arts  Lottery  grant. 

—  The  Art  Department’s  supply  order  form  was  updated  and  revised  with  information 
regarding  health  labeling  laws  for  every  item.  The  order  form  was  also  transferred  to  a 
computer  disc.  This  new  form  is  unique  with  its  health  labeling  information  and  it  has  been 
requested  by  other  systems  around  the  state. 
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—  The  1989  high  school  yearbook  was  awarded  the  Silver  Crown  by  the  Columbia 
Scholastic  press  Association. 

Middle  school  staff  continued  to  offer  art  orientation  programs  regarding  high 
school  art  course  selection  for  eighth-graders. 

—  High  School  Publications  class  designed,  illustrated,  and  printed  “Stone  Soup,’’  the 
school  literary  magazine,  and  the  “Senior  Magazine’’  as  well  as  the  senior  yearbook. 

The  Margaret  Puffer  Whiting  Art  Scholarship  was  awarded  to  a  senior  who  will  be 


attending  Parson’s

BLUE  HILLS  REGIONAL  TECHNICAL  SCHOOL 

The  District  School  Committee  of  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School  is  pleased  to 
submit  our  24th  Annual  Report  to  the  residents  of  Braintree. 

This  year  marks  the  25th  year  anniversary  for  Blue  Hills.  It  is  a  time  for  celebration  and 
reflection.  The  school  was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  providing  quality  vocational  technical 
programs  to  secondary,  post  secondary  and  adult  students  in  our  nine  town  district.  It 
continues  to  serve  this  purpose  and  meet  the  demands  and  challenges  of  the  increasingly 
competitive  labor  market  through  the  15  career  programs  that  Blue  Hills  offers  to  students 
to  prepare  for  the  future. 

The  total  secondary  enrollment  for  the  1989-90  academic  school  year  was  801,  with 
124  from  Braintree.  Thirty  three  Braintree  students  graduated  with  diplomas  and  technical 
certificates  from  the  1990  Senior  class. 

32%  of  the  1990  graduating  class  at  Blue  Hills  attend  college  and  post  secondary 
institutes,  the  state  average  for  vocational  schools  is  ten  percent.  95%  of  all  graduates  are 
either  gainfully  employed  in  the  trades  or  occupations  for  which  they  were  trained,  or 
pursuing  further  education.  This  remains  one  of  the  highest  placement  rates  in  the  state. 

The  new  cosmetology  program  successfully  completed  its  first  year.  The  program  was 
fully  enrolled  and  graduated  45  students,  the  demand  for  the  program  exceeded  available 
slots. 


The  post  secondary  LPN  program  also  successfully  completed  its  first  year  graduating 
28  students.  The  demand  for  this  program  exceeded  available  slots  and  a  waiting  list  was 
established.  The  demand  for  Blue  Hills  LPN  graduates  by  local  hospitals  was  overwhelming 
as  the  health  services  field  is  currently  experiencing  a  significant  personnel  shortage. 

All  faculty  were  involved  in  the  rewriting  of  the  entire  curriculum  in  preparation  for 
the  pending  accreditation  visit  by  the  New  England  Association  of  School  and  Colleges 
scheduled  to  take  place  in  the  spring  of  1991 . 

Curriculum  assessment  testing  was  conducted  by  the  State  in  the  spring  of  1990  and 
the  results  indicate  that  the  students  at  Blue  Hills  Regional  placed  among  the  top  technical 
schools  in  the  state.  They  also  indicate  that  those  students  pursuing  academic  preparation  for 
further  education  scored  comparably  to  those  students  from  the  local  comprehensive  high 
schools. 
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Blue  Hills  students  successfully  completed  166  outside  projects  for  towns,  munici¬ 
palities,  and  private  citizens.  This  represents  a  combined  savings  of  $286,326  to  the  nine  town 
school  district  as  a  result  of  work  performed  by  Blue  Hills  at  no  labor  cost. 

Over  $46,000  in  scholarship  monies  was  awarded  to  45  graduating  seniors. 

Blue  Hills  athletic  program  boasts  an  undefeated  Cross  Country  team  which  garnered 
the  Mayflower  League  Championship.  Strong  football,  soccer,  track  and  field,  volleyball  and 
basketball  teams  are  also  represented  at  Blue  Hills. 

1644  adults  enrolled  in  the  continuing  education  program  for  the  1989-90  year.  A 
diverse  course  selection  included  something  for  both  the  hobbyist  and  the  craftperson  seeking 
to  finetune  skills.  The  courses  average  $1 15.00  and  the  program  is  self-supporting. 

The  District  School  Committee  holds  regular  monthly  meetings  on  the  first  and  third 
Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Administrative  Office,  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School, 
800  Randolph  Street,  Canton.  The  public  is  invited  to  attend.

1 990  was  the  year  of  BANK  FAILURES  and  LOWER  INTEREST  RATES.  The  Town 
funds  were  watched  with  the  principle  of  “SAFETY,  LIQUIDITY  AND  YIELD.” 
Collateralizing  of  public  deposits  was  heard  and  the  state  legislative  body  have  taken  this  into 
the  1991  Session  for  Debate. 

Interest  earned  over  all  for  year-ending  December  1990  was  $1,036,210  not  including 
Trust  Funds.  The  Depreciation  funds  earning  was  down  considerable  due  to  the  expenditure 
of  their  funds  of  approximately  $6,000,000.  for  a  new  Sub  Station  and  Gas  conversion  at  their 
plant. 


The  outlook  for  1991  with  an  economic  down  turn  and  more  banking  problems  will 
result  in  lower  interest  rates  and  therefore  lower  interest  earnings,  my  best  estimate  at  this 
time  would  be  down  approximately  one  third  (1/3),  in  interest  earnings.  This  down  turn  in 
interest  earnings  will  be  reflected  in  monies  not  going  to  the  General  Fund.  The  good  news 
is  that  with  the  implementation  of  the  Cash  Flow  system  last  year  the  Town  should  not  ever 
have  to  incur  interest  expense  for  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  Tax  Revenue,  only  in  a  case 
where  the  TAX  BILLS  go  out  very  late.  With  the  new  system  we  incurred  areas  that  required 
now  training  of  the  staff  and  I  want  to  thank  again  all  of  them  for  their  utmost  cooperation, 
Julia  M.  Durante,  Anna  Calnan,  Lenore  Dembro  and  our  newest  part-time  staff  member 
Doreen  M.  Federico. 
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The  cooperation  shown  to  the  treasurer’s  office  by  all  Departments,  Boards  and 
Commissions  was  greatly  appreciated.  The  challenge  in  the  Treasurers  office  for  the  90’ s  has 
increased  along  with  the  responsibilities  of  the  office.  The  changes  in  the  laws  that  govern 
our  Town  and  the  opportunity  to  meet  these  new  challenges  will  be  fulfilled  with  good  health 
and  the  great  staff  this  Treasurer  has,  I  am  positive  the  tasks  of  the  future  will  be 
accomplished.

Action  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Trust  Funds  is  governed  by  the  following 
sections  of  Chapter  4 1  of  the  General  Laws. 

SECTION  46  —  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  funds  and  securities 
of  such  trust  funds,  shall  invest  and  reinvest  them,  and  expend  therefrom  monies  as  directed 
by  the  Commissioners.  The  Treasurer  shall  furnish  a  bond  satisfactory  to  them  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties. 

SECTION  47  —  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with 
the  terms  of  the  trust,  manage  and  control  the  same,  and  distribute  the  income  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  respective  trusts.  The  Board  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  meetings  at  the 
close  of  each  financial  year,  of  the  funds  and  their  investments,  receipts  and  disbursements 
on  account  of  the  same,  setting  forth  in  detail  the  source  of  the  receipts  and  the  purposes  of 
the  expenditures. 

Regular  posted  monthly  meetings  have  been  held  and  the  minutes  of  each  meeting  are 
kept  in  a  bound  record  book. 

In  compliance  with  the  above  two  sections  of  Chapter  H  of  the  General  Laws,  this 
report  is  given  in  complete  detail.

REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


Your  Board  of  Assessors  has  completed  a  very  exciting  and  fruitful  year.  As  a  part-time 
Board  of  three  persons,  we  are  elected  triennially  to  manage  the  department  which  is 
responsible  for  fairness  in  property  taxation.  We  are  happy  to  have  achieved  that  goal  and  list 
below  major  accomplishments  for  Fiscal  year  1991  and  some  of  our  plans  for  the  coming 
year: 


1 .  We  completed  the  State  Mandated  triennial  re-appraisal  of  all  property  in  the  Town 
resulting  in  high  marks  from  the  State  Review  Team.  We  reviewed  assessments  on  over  three 
billion  dollars  worth  of  property.  This  is  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the  town;  about  one-third 
of  this  property  is  comprised  of  commercial  and  industrial  property. 

2.  We  continued  our  computerization  with  all  appraisal  information  now  on  our 
computers.  We  now  have  the  ability  to  call  up,  compare  and  analyze  properties  within 
seconds.  We  can  provide  analytical  listings  by  location,  type  of  property,  size  of  property  and 
the  like.  Thanks  in  large  part  to  this  computerization,  the  Assessors  were  able  to  achieve  a 
sales  to  assessment  ratio  (COD)  of  5%,  a  rarely  achieved  but  coveted  result. 

3.  We  are  presenting  Town  Meeting  with  a  Reorganization  Plan  which  we  feel  will 
increase  our  operational  effectiveness.  This  Plan  calls  for  a  DECREASE  in  payroll  of  over 
$12,000.00,  an  upgrading  of  staff  requirements,  and  a  more  professional  arrangement. 

4.  We  continue  to  press  for  increased  staff  training.  The  Massachusetts  Assessors 
Association  chose  Jon  Young  and  Gordon  Derman  to  address  three  regional  annual  meetings 
of  Assessors  Clerks.  They  covered  such  subject  as  property  transactions,  assessment  record 
systems,  deed  transfers  and  problem  solving.  They  also  were  selected  by  the  Norfolk  and 
Suffolk  County  Assessors  Association  for  a  day-long  seminar  for  Massachusetts  Assessors 
concerning  Appellate  Tax  Board  procedures,  and  legal  aspects  of  Assessment. 

5.  We  have  guided  our  staff  towards  increased  awareness  of  the  needs  and  contributions 
of  other  Town  Departments,  particularly  members  of  the  financial  team  resulting  in  a  new 
spirit  of  cooperation  among  departments.  For  example,  more  effective  transmittal  of 
information  helped  Braintree  to  initiate  the  tax  billing  process  before  any  other  town  in  the 
region. 

6.  With  reference  to  quarterly  tax  billing,  we  mailed  the  first  half  year  bills  out  over  a 
month  earlier  then  required  to  prove  our  point  that  Revenue  available  and  earning  interest  is 
far  superior  for  the  Town  than  the  old  system  of  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  receipts.  Over 
$50,000.00  was  earned  utilizing  this  method  which  leads  us  to  recommend  favorable  action 
by  Town  Meeting  for  quarterly  tax  billing. 
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7.  Several  elderly  taxpayers  took  advantage  of  the  Tax  Deferral  system  relieving  them 
from  the  burden  of  property  taxes  for  the  rest  of  their  lives  at  the  time  when  other  expenses 
are  increasing.  We  recommend  this  means  of  tax  relief  to  anyone  qualified  by  age  to  do  so.
